Carolina Initiates 
New Cut System 


Seniors at ‘East Carolina College 
with a “B” average or better may 
have an unlimited number of class 
absences in each of their courses 
of study, beginning with the winter 
quarter of the present academic 
year. 


Departments of. instruction have 
also been authorized to offer on an 
experimental basis certain courses 
in which the teacher ‘and the stu- 
dent will meet for a series of con- 
ferences and, will not be required 
to follow a set schedule of class 
meetings. A) plan of independent 
study will be worked out by the 
student and his instructor in these. 
courses. 


The number of free absences 
which the East Carolina student 
is allowed without scholastic pen- 
alty now equals in each.class the 
number of quarter hours of credit 
which he receives upon successful 
completion of required work. The 
new ruling applies only to seniors 
with superior academic records and 
excludes seniors doing student 
teaching. 


_ Princeton U. Revises Salaries 


The Board of Trustees of Prince- 
ton University recently approved 
an upward revision of salary scales 
for both the Faculty and admini- 
strative staff of the University ef- 
fective February 1, 1961. The new 
‘salary minimum for Faculty will 
be as follows: 


Professors $12,000 
Associate Professors 9,000 
Assistant Professors 7,000 
Instructors 6,000 


At the same time, the Board ap- 
proved “across-the-board” increas 
es for the Faculty, effective Feb- 
ruary 1, 1961, at the annual rate of 
$500 for professors and associate 
professors, and at the annual rate 
of $250 for assistant professors and 
instructors. - Additional increases 
will be made, where necessary, to 
bring all members in the four reg- 
ular ranks to the new scale.

This Other Campus 


Emerson College, Pacific Grove 
California,. has ten faculty mem- 
bers and seven students. Founded 
in April, 1960 by 28 year old Al- 
vin Duskin and 27 year old Mark 
Goldes, the college occupies a one 
time Victorian mansion divided in- 
to apartments: classrooms, lounges 
and an office on the first floor, stu- 
dent apartments on the second, 
and the library on the third. Em- 
erson College offers no degree, lim- 
its its admission to fifty students 
and charges $300.00 a quarter ad- 
mission. This is a college you ask. 
Alvin Duskin im the College Bul- 
letin 1960 answers, “I believe that 
it is a college because its work 
can be understood only in the con- 
text of higher learning. It was 
created as a reaction to existing 
colleges and universities’ and is a 
counter-move to the increasing lack 
of human contact of most under- 
graduate schools.” 


Courses for the Spring 1961 term, 


beginning February 6, include Pan- 


tegruelism, the Dialectic, the Per- 
ception of Art, Plato, Forms of 
Thought, the Defense of Life, 
World War III, The Probability of 
the Future, Castro, Cuba and Latin 
America (“How the US. put Castro 
in power. How he will probably 
fall. The role of the U.S. as the 
common denominator in all Latin 
American dictatorships. This course 
will bé led by an ex-classmate of 
Castro who is now President (in 
exile) of the Opposition party of 
Mexico.”) 


This is oblivqusly a striking de- 
markation from standard college 
curricula. Duskin says, “A teach- 
er at Emerson must create his own 
class: there is no curriculum to fit 
into. Students do not come to col- 
lege to be entertained nor to get 
a degree: with the least possible 
exertion. Students are not required 
to stay in a class that can’t justify 
its existence . Indoctrination 
propagandizing and bluffing are dif- 
ficult at the college at any time, 
and as persistent methods would be 
impossible.”

Pirates Steal Ship 


Santa Maria 


In 1932, mild-mannered Antonio 
de Oliveira Salazar established a 
dictatorship which was to keep 
the development of Portugal and all 
of its “provinces” in Africa virtual- 
ly. stagnant. 29 years later, literacy 
in Portugal, proper barely reaches 
60 per cent, and in Portugese Af- 
rica 99 per cent of the total popu- 
lation remains illiterate, with not 
one college existing in all of this 
vast area (which includes Angola, 
Mozambique and Portugese Guinea 
—a total of 792,000 sq. mi.). The 
Portugese tuberculosis rate is almost 
double that of any other Western 
European country, and per capita 
income ranges from $100 to $199 a 
year—on a level with Libya and 
below Mexico and Panama. 

It was against this situation that 
Henrique Galvao rebelled when, 
on the 22nd of last month, he and 
70 “pirates” boarded and took over 
the Portugese cruise ship, the S. S. 
Santa Maria. Galvao, novelist, poet 
and soldier, typified his adven- 
turous 65 years with this escapade. 

Until 1947, Galvao served under 
Salazar as inspector general of 
Angola. Then suddenly he began 
irritating the dictator by openly 
denouncing the Portugese mis- 
treatment of the Angolans. He was 
jailed:- and attempted an escape 
which failed. From prison he con- 
tinously smuggled out pamphlets 
attacking Salazar’s rule, and as a 
result his sentence was extended 
twelve years. However, shortly af- 
ter, he convinced the prison author- 
ities that he was in the throes of 
death and was transferred to a 
hospital in Lisbon from which he 
escaped disguised as a doctor. He 
then sought refuge in the Argentine 
Embassy and finally went to Ven- 
ezuela where, in November, 1959, 
he began to assemble other exiled 
leaders of the Portugese Liberation 
Junta which had been in the’ past 
a relatively ineffectual anti-Salazar 
group. Under Galvao’s direction, 
young men of the junta went into

Wynken, Blynken, and Nod are the names I shall give to 
three professors on this campus whose portraits are briefly 


sketched here. 


The men are fictitious but not imaginary. 


By a long-standing tacit agreement, every student who en- 
rolls in one of Professor Wynken’s courses is spotted a “C” to 


begin with, and only in cases of 
flagrant absence or failure to turn 
in assigned written work is there 
any danger of a lower grade. “A’s” 
and “B’s” are common.. Professor 
he knows 
that his students, by and large, are 
nothing to get excited about, but 
he isa kindly man.who believes in 
live-and-let-live. He is also a great 
sports fan and is’ unsparing in his 
criticism of sloppy playing on the 
football field. Luckily for his peace 
of mind, our athletic department 
enforces the highest standards of 
- performance. 


Professor Blynken is not the 
drooling petty sadist portrayed in 
“Little Man on Campus,” but he 
“manages to harass his_ students 
quite effectively by simply being 
obtuse to their feelings.

Patrice Lumumba, the first Pre- 
mier of the Independant Congo, 
met a violent death Sunday at the 
hands.of some of the villagers in 
whom he was capable of stirring 
violent emotions during his dramatic 
political career. 


Four New Courses 


Westminster College is offering 


“several new courses for the first 


time this semester which include, 
Contemporary Drama, Modern Po- 
etry, History of the English Lan- 
guage, and the Church. 
Contemporary Drama, an upper 
class division course for juniors and 
seniors conducted by Dr. Cobb, 
deals with a brief historical survey, 
shuwing the rise of drama in ancient 
Greece, its outlawry by the Chris- 
tian Church, and rebirth as a part 
of the ritualistic service in the 
Christian Church itself. Brief) men- 
tion is made of dramatic develop- 
ment in England and Europe in the 
Renaissance, Neo-Classic, Romantic 


- and Realistic literary periods. The 


students in this course are ‘encour- 
aged to evaluate the plays. 

‘Modern poetry, a survey ‘course 
conducted by Dr. George Bleasby, 
deals with the transition from the 
Victorian poets to the Modern 
poets. Beginning with Thomas Hardy 
in the éarly 1900’s and closing with 
Dylan Thomas in the 1950’s, the 
course includes poets such as A.. E. 
Hausman, E. A. Robinson, Robert 
Frost, Ezra Pound and John, Crowe 
Ransom. 

History of the English Language 
instructed by Mr. McWhinney, 
deals with the English language 
after a preliminary study of Sound 
and Spelling, Semantics and Sem- 
antic changes, Inflection and Syn- 
tax; the historical development of 
Modern English will be examined 
by moving from the familiar to the 
unfamiliar. In turn, Olde English, 
Middle English, and Early Modern 
English will be studied. 

The Bible Department will offer 
a new course next fall entitled The 
Church. This course, dealing with 
what the church is, and the agen- 
cies of the United Presbyterian 
Church in particular, will be open 
to sophomores and above.

Assassins Murder 
Premier Lumumba

Ousted Premier Patrice Lumumba 
of the Congo and two of his aides, 
Maurice Mpolo and Joseph Okéilo, 
have been slain by “African villagers, 
it was announced Monday by the 
Katanga government. Lumumba, 
first Premier of the Congo and a 
leader in the struggle for indepen- 
dence. was 35 years old. 


‘Lumumba’s death has had) reper- 
cussions’ throughout the world. UN 
Secretary General Dag Hammar- 
skjold has ordered a thorough and 
unbiased UN investigation of the 
slaying, amidst suport. from US.’ 
Ambassador to the UN, Adlai Stev- 
enson, and lampooning from the 
Soviet Union. iy 

The Soviet Union Tuesday, in a 
statement , issued in Moscow, de- 
clared that it will no longer recog- 
nize the Secretary General ‘as an 
official of the United Nations” be- 
cause of his actions concerning the 
slaying of Patrice Lumumba .and 
the crisis in the Congo. The Soviet 
declaration demanded the Secretary 
General’s removal (which he has 
refused to do) and an end to the 
UN Congo operation within a month. 

Thousands of Russian, Asian, and 
African students demonstrated ‘in 
front of the Belgian ‘Embassy in: 
Moscow in protest to the assassin- 
ation of Premier Lumumba. Dem- 
onstrations against tHe slaying took 
place also in New Delhi, Cairo, and 
Lahore.

On the national scene, President 
Kennedy last Friday preesnted to 
Congress his plan for a “freedom 
of choice” program of medical care 
under which 14.2 million older men 
and women would receive hospital, 
nursing, and other medical care 
through Social Security. The plan, 
said Mr. Kennedy, “is not a pro- 
gram of socialized medicine. It is 
a program of prepayment of health 
costs with absolute freedom of 
choice guaranteed. Every person 
will choose his own doctor and hos- 
pital.” 

The plan outlined by the Presi- 
dent met with approval of Demo- 
cratic chiefs, led by Speaker of the 
House Sam ‘Rayburn. Republican 
leaders, on the other hand, said they 
are not in agreement with the Social 
Security approach under this plan.

ities. When they demanded he re-|. 
pay the money,| he. insisted he was). 
framed and had taken the blame 
for someone else. 


He began afresh when he moved 
to Leopoldville,| where he dabbled 
in law and sold beer for a Belgian 
brewery. ‘When the Congo’s fight 
for independence began, he joined 
the crusade, and -formed the Con- 
golese Nationalist Movement; the 
first nationalist party to draw sup- 
port from all areas of the govern- 
ment African colony. Rioting broke 
out in Leopoldville in January of 
1959, spread to} Leopoldville later, 
and Lumumba was: imprisoned by 
the end of the ‘year. 


In the first Congolese elections, 
Lumumba’s party emerged the 
strongest, and he was named prime 
minister of the new government.

Lumumba met the challenge with 
Communist aid, attempting to re-_ 
store order to the confused and 
explosive country. Lumumba ex- 
pressed shock, when, last September, 
President Kasavubu; ordered him 
fired, but he was not inclined to 
step aside easily after the efforts 
he had made to reach his position. 
He created a rather ridiculous situ- ° 
ation by firing [Kasavubu in re- 
taliation. The series of arrests and 
releases which were to plague his 
efforts to retain his position be- 
gan shortly after this time with 
an order by Kasavubu. Last Friday 
Lumumba escaped from jail for 
the last time in his: life.

newspaper.) 


What is the problem of the late-bloomer, a relatively in- 
telligent person who’ fails to achieve more than mediocre work 
until late in. his academic career? 

Dr. Volney Faw, head of the psychology department sug- 
gested in a recent interview that this person may be the victim 


of society’s attempt at mass-educa- 
tion. | 

“Perhaps in our emphasis on mass 
education we have simply not learn- 
ed how to stimulate large classes,” 
he went on. 

He went on to’ say that the un- 
der-achiever may be basically an 
insecure person who. usually tries 
to fill this* need for security by 
‘spending much of his time in social 
activities. The “acceptance by his 
classmates bolsters his self-confi- 
dence.

As I understand it, the purpose of Wednesday 
Chapel is to answer any questions posed by the stu- 
‘dent body regarding life at Westminster College. I 
feel that the following question meets this require- 
ment and must be answered. 

By what moral and Christian reasoning does this 
college base it’s policy of punishment for dishonésty 
and “the use of intoxicants?”

About Tehran Crisis 


Dear Friends, 


February 19, 196) 


I hope that I can give to you some -idea of what |I am doin 
over here and what is happening in the city. I realize that [i 
no more qualify as an authority on Tehran than the mid- 
westerner who takes his first sip of vodka and then becomes 


a self-appointed authority on Rus- 
sia. 

First of all, you should_ realize 
that ‘often people in the States 
know more about what is going on 
in Iran than those of us. living 
here. The newspapers, radio, T.V., 
ete. are all controlled by the Shah 
and never speak out against the 


government. Any group, therefore, : 


which does speak out against the 
government does not receive a “fair 
hearing” in the mass media. This 
censorship is further illustrated in 
the fact that “Time” magazine is 
now four days late for this week, 
and I doubt that we will ever see 
it. I am willing to bet that the edi- 
tion carries an account of the stu- 
dent riots. 

For the past few weeks we have 
been having elections in Tehran. 
The two main parties are the Melli-

Eiency than any scheme since the Tea-pot 
Dome oil scandal of the 1920s.” 


It is a somewhat frightening thing to ob- 
serve the lack of moral conviction on the part 
of so many Americans. We pick on little 
things such as occasional drunken sprees or 
actions accomplished in the heat of an emo- 
tional:moment and punish them severely then 

_ sit back, relaxed and happy. that “justice” is 
being done; while all the time cold, calcul- 
ated crimes involving and hurting many people 

_are being committed, and so few people seem 
to care. It’s as if a house were burning and 
people dashed in to carry out waste paper 
Diskets and ignored the baby sleeping up- 
stairs. . 

: ‘Innocent people are ruined because the 
“stigma of Communism is irrevocably attached 
‘to their name by a Federal committee; rigged 
T.V. shows are accepted as “too bad but what 

can youcdo?”; and now “respected” business 
leaders have ,been brought to account and 
‘what is the reaction? “Why punish - these 
‘men? It’s a way of life—everybody’s -doing 
it.” .These were the very words used by at- 
‘torneys. in the case. Noble upholders of law 
and justice, they sought complete impartial- 
ity for their clients in the certain knowledge 
that “all men are created equal.” Thus, ap- 

«- palled at the thought of the harsh sentence 
meted out, they argued that no-one would 

« want.to send a reputable businessman to a 
common jail with crooks, gangsters, pimps, 
and prostitutes> If one were so indiscreet 

** as to ask for the ‘definition of “reputable 

businessman” or “crook”+he would probably 

receive a pitying smile and a superior wink 
as, if, “come, come old man, surely no one” is 


so naive to think that honesty pays anymore.” 
Perhaps Willy Lomen in Arthur Miller’s. 


‘Death of a Salesman was right in saying “the 
-man who makes an appearance in the business 
‘world, the man who creates personal interest, 
_is the man’ whe gets ahead. Be liked and 
you will never want.” —a kind of substitute 
for the twenty-third Psalm or the Beatitudes 
and certainly much easier. 


As long as you're good looking, “full of 
-personality,” and above all “well liked” you 
can do anything—lie, cheat, steal, bully, black- 
ball, segregate—it doesn’t really matter, 
people will understand that really you're a 

“nice guy” and after all “everybody does it.” 
It seenis even’here on campus that many 
‘fuss’ and worry about little things—rules, 
rules, rules—but somehow the really big things 
- are ignored—or{ maybe a desperately lonely 
person isn’t important, maybe it doesn’t mat- 
ter whether groups of people are needlessly 
hurt and cheated. Students scream about 


+ «chapel, permissions, and food, but few are 


ncerned that some individuals are slowly 
dying: inside. Fill up your life with trivial 
little things, and after a while the big things

The administration of a college is bound to a course where 


by necessity they have to make unpopular -decisions. 


In the 


light of this, I think that it is remarkable that the administra- 
tion of our school enjoys that amount of popular support that 
it does have. I take this as a testimonial to the fact that ‘those 


people who have responsibility are 
able to handle difficult decisions 
with fairness. 
Nevertheless, there are certain 
areas where ‘they have gone astray. 
This school makes the development 
of Christian character one of its 
cardinal purposes. But the code of 
justice in, this school is. left-handed 
in character, arbitrary in applica- 
tion, and decidedly un-Christian in 
spirit. A student who is caught 
drinking is subject to immediate 
expulsion without an appeal of any 
sort. Yet, an individual who de- 
liberately cheats or steals is given 
an academic-slap on the hand and 
is then welcomed back into the 
fold. Drinking, unless done to an 
excess where it becomes a danger 
to an ‘individual’s physical well- 
being, is decidedly unsinful. This 
is the opinion of many Christians 
and most Americans. If things were 
otherwise, we wowld still be en- 
joying the fruits of prohibition. 
There is no passage in the Bible 
that directly condemns and forbids 
imbibing. And it is extremely un- 


-Jikely that the “fruit of the vine” 


which Jesus partook of at the Last 
Supper was “Welch’s Grape Juice.” 

Even if a person were to con- 
cede that drinking should be sup- 
pressed; it.remains that the punish- 
ment for this offense is arbitrary 
and unfair. The manner in which 
punishment is meted out at present 
makes it appear that stealing and 
cheating are lesser sins. According 
to this set of values, a repentant 
thief or cheat stands higher in the 
sight of God and his fellow men 
than the fellow who downs a beer 
with the boys at “Kings.” There is 


_ another point here. The edict against 


drinking is widely ignored by both 
students and faculty members. Al- 
though a few individuals become 
public examples every year, a great 
number of students will continue 
to drink. : 

There are certain interests who 
are |trying to foster an honor code 
for Westminster College. This is 
an admirable and worthwhile un- 
dertaking. However, in a situation 
where the laws that govern a stu- 
dent body are unfair and are ig- 
nored by the students, then an 
honor code is doomed and _ will 
stand only as a mockery of its 
creators. 

I believe that the administration 
of Westminster tries to act only 
in the best interests of the school. 
Accordingly, they should reappraise 
their stand on drinking, and, if 
possible, adopt a more enlightened 
policy in the matter. To do so would 
not be a sign of weakness. Instead 
it would be proof that the admin- 
istration is using a great deal of 
wisdom and is being entirely open- 
minded in handling this problem.

1957, Westminster College op- 
ened the Student Union, now com- 
monly called the “TUB.” It was 
the understanding of the students 


at that time that the Union had 
_been provided for their use. 


Now, as in 1957, many students 
spend their leisure time at the, 
Union dancing, playing cards, | or 
just relaxing. Recently, the students 
were notified that they were no 
longer allowed to play cards| in 
the downstairs area of the “TUB.” 
The only reasén given for this 
action was that there was no room 
downstairs for card games. The 
students were told that if they 


., wanted to play cards, they would 


have to use the three or four tables 
upstairs in the balcony area. 
There are many students at. West- 
minster who play cards and have 
enjoyed the privilege of playing 
cards in the downstairs area of the 
Union during the past semester. 
Why has this privilege suddenly 
been removed? The reason given 
is hardly sufficient for this action. 


>In the first place, it is doubtful that 


the removal of card games from 
the downstairs will provide more’ 
room. Even if the students do not 
play cards, they will still take up, 
the same amount of space. Secondly, 
the area upstairs is not adequate 
for the number of. students. who 
usually play cards. 

Since the Union was originally 
provided for the use and enjoyment 
of _ the students which includes 
playing cards, this rule completely 
contradicts the purpose of the 
“TUB.” If a better reason cannot 
be found than that of “no room” 
this rule appears to be senseless

To Whom It 


May Concern’... 


Today it seems quite possible that an American 
Gestapo may exist within the confines of our own 
national government. The horror of such a possibil- 
ity has captured the attentions of many conscientious 
citizens. In an attempt to protect our cherished lib- 
eries, many prominent citizens have petitioned the 
House of Representatives ‘to eliminate this possible 
tyrannous threat. Below is a copy of that petition 
which appeared in the February 9 issue of The New 
York Times. . That the following is at all true 
should be, I believe, the utmost concern. of every | 
American. . 


We, the undersigned, petition the 87th Congress 


to: eliminate the House Committee on Un-American . 
Activities as a Standing Committee. ’ 


We believe that the U.S. Supreme Court has, in 
the United States vs. Watkins made it clear that the } 
Committee has habitually misused its mandate in 
unconstitutional ways for political purposes; that it 
has become an agency for repression; that it has 


* usurped the functions of the executive and judicial 
*branches of our government. 


We are confident that only a return to con- 


Stitutional procedures can protect us against : sub- 


version without at the same time subverting the very 
liberties we seek to protect. 


For two decades the Congress has allowed the 
Committee to function. For two decades the Com- 
mittee has conitlemned individual Americans, ‘has 
wrecked the lives of some, and has denied them 
the due process of law that*English and American 
Courts have toilsomely evolved over many centuries. 
Now the nation is reaping a bitter harvest: 


1. The Committee has perverted, and thereby 
imperiled, the proper and necessary powers 
of the Congress to conduct investigations. 

2. The Committee has helped discourage free 
study and: inquiry in working for peace while 
- the world is threatened ‘with destruction. . 

3. It has harassed Americans who work for racial 
equality and justice. 

4. It has increased bitterness between racial and , 
religious groups of our citizens, which in 
turn has impériled our good relations with 
people of Asia, Africa, and Latin America.

Jerry Paul Sends News Of Assiut 
From Egypt, The Land Of Pharoah 


The first thing that strikes the attention of a visitor to the land of Egypt is the amazing 
panorama of paradoxes that are so apparent in every area of the country. To the foreigner 
‘and especially the Westerner it is particularly noticeable, but to the secondary school student 
of Assiut College in the year. A.D. 1961 it has become an inconspicuous part of his everyday 
“life to see portrayed before his eyes a drama that includes elements of his heritage from 


Pharaoh to Farouk, from _hiero- 
glyphics to high dams, and from 
mummies to missiles. Within his 
country, his village, his home, yes 
even his own mind there must be 
found a_ reconciling element to 
such seemingly incongruous in- 
gredients as make,up his society, 
a society in which Cadillacs yield 
the right of way to donkey carts, 
jet planes buzz pyramids, and where 
mud huts with straw mats, kero- 
sene lamps and inhibited by 
every imaginable type of domestic 
animal are brought into striking 
contrast with Fuxurious suburban 
villas, with inch-thick knotted rugs 
and TV sets. 


In those moments when he stops 
to consider his existence and the 
world into which he has been pro- 
jected the bewilderment of this 
amalgamated environment causes 
great psychological and_ spiritual 
tensions within the heart and soul 
of this son of the Pharaohs. Some- 
how out of this maze of apparent 
inconsistency he .must deduce a 
meaningful and practical philosophy 
of life. 


Our student’s country has known 
political freedom for only the last 
nine out of the past two thousand 
years. He belongs to a_ heritage 
that goes back to the greatest and 
-most advanced civilization the an- 
cient world has ever known, mariy 
of whose secrets remain as awe- 
some, and as undisclosed as the 
mystery of the pyramids them- 
selves. And then amid thousands 
of years ,f bondage the world 
passed his people by. Civilization 
developed into Sputniks and trans- 
sistors, but Egypt remained envel- 
oped in a deep slumber of ignor- 
ance. Then, overnight the drug wore 
off." Pharaoh’s people awoke and 
began to’ straighten their back- 
bones. The smoldering ashes of 
ancient greatness infused with the 
dominating elements of Arabism 
were rekindled in the hearts of 
every son of the mother Nile. Now 
every student could lift his head, 
throw back his shoulders, look into 
the eyes of the world and proudly 
proclaim his independence and free- 
dom. 

But alas nine years is barely time 
enough “for the roar of the victory 
parade to die away. The magnitude

“The: Misfits” is bound to be an 
it features the 
delightful body of Marilyri Mon- 
roe; it contains the Jast perform- 
ance of “the king,” the late Clark 
Gable;

ing roles. are handled by such dis- 
tinguished artists as Montgomery 
Clift, Eli Wallach, and Thelma Rit- 
ter. With all of these assets nobody 
really cares if the show doesn’t al- 
ways make sense. 

The theme is developed by the 
sensitive, emotional: Rosalind and 
three independent men. All four 
are misfits—they are motivated 
by a vague feeling that they don’t 
have the real key to life, and, 
they are searching, groping. The 
three men, who come in contact 
with Miss Monroe in the most im- 


' possible situations, dominate her, 


but she has some spiritual quality 
that they need. 

In the key role, Miss Monroe dis- 
plays her talent in a variety of low 
cut dresses and bathing suits. It 
seems hardly believable that she 
would inspire the men spiritually. 
But the role, created for her by her 
then-husband, is hardly bélievable 
anyway. 

Gable takes acting honors with 
his appealing portrayal of Gay, 
the rugged cowboy. His scenes are 
high points in the‘ picture. 

Clift does a good job as Purch, 
the brash young rodeo rider. Wal- 
lach plays Guido, the confused 
pilot, with an excess of eye-roll- 
ing and mouth-twitching.. Miss 
Ritter is excellent_in her small 
part. 

“The Misfits’ has some genuine 
merit.. There are some brilliant 
scenes which reflect the genius of 
the author of “Death of a Sales- 
man,” “The Crucible.” The music 
and photography are effective. The 
characters may not be altogether 
consistent, but they are very touch® 
ing. The meaning may be vague 
but it is nevertheless thought-pro- 
voking. “The Misfits” attempts 
something far superior to most Hol- 


lywood productions. It partly suc- 
ceeds.

nations of the world have done in 
200 or 300 years could not be: en- 
visioned by the most progressive 
and energetic of ,minds.

could easily become a battle ground

insecurity. One must ponder what 
course ;history will decree for this 
student, his people and their driv- 
ing ambitions.

His aspirations are similar to 
those of teenagers throughout the 
world, a good job, a family, secur- 
ity, etc, but he is caught in the 
profound dilemna of stepping out 
of the disease-ridden mud hut 
leaving behind this illiterate mother 
and father enslaved in ancient cus- 
toms and culture, into a world of 
sky scrapers and atom smashers. He 
may be one of the few elect able 
to make this’ gigantic leap despite 
the many barriers but he does so 
only to be ¢onfronted with the more 
baffling frustration of having tasted 
of the milk and honey of the prom- 
ised land and then of necessity 
being impelled to return to the 
land of garlic and leeks that he 
Was endeavouring to rise above. 
For his future depends upon the 
future of his country and his coun- 
try cannot move into the 20th cen- 
tury unless he is willing to sacri- 
fice a portion of his new inheritance 
and return to that which he. has 
come to’see as backward and even 
repulsive in order that the great 
hosts of his people might be brought 
into the new age. He must forfeit 
some of the things he has come so 
close to possessing so that his 
children might live, free of the 
frustrations he now suffers. 


This is the world that we as 
foreigners must try to understand 
before we can really communicate 
with those among whom we work. 
Our sensitiveness to the young 
man’s situation is imperative. That 


-which we represent must become 


applicable to his circumstances. We 
must seek not only to enter into 
his world but above all to do so 
with humility and absolute free- 
dom from -any feelings of conde- 
scension. As we then daily confront 
our student we become aware thzt 
no longer are we the teacher and 
he merely the student, but that we 
are both students mutually learning, 
growing and sharing, and that any 
testimony we bear is given by. the 
spirit in which we conduct this 
exchange. It is a challenging call- 
ing but one that is many-fold in 
reward. ; 2

Men 
centered dogma is ultimately the 
result of . strict adherence to the 
Bible as purely God’s unyielding 
truth. Christ openly » condemned 
the Pharisees for their rigid ad- 
herence to the law, for they had 
lost the greater wisdom behind it 
by making it so dogmatic. 


The New Testament writers were 
mortal men.with human weaknesses 
and shortcomings, and we are not 
being realistic if we say’ that their 
human nature does not in some 
way infuence their work. Scripture 
is divinely inspired as a guide 
book in life, but not a code of 
laws.

The awakening of eastern nations to western progress has 


produced many strains and differ= 
ences of opinion within these so- 
cieties. The West is the symbol of 
material progress. In these new na- 
tions the desire is strong for such 
progress but the means by which 
it is achieved is not clear. How 
much of the West must be imported 
to raise the standard of living? How 
much western culture must dis- 
place the traditional eastern culture, 
thought, and way of life? Is every- 
thing western inherently better 

Take languages as an example. 
The existence of many regional 
languages in Pakistan creates a need 
for a-national language. Urdu and 
Bengali are the official languages 
of West and East Pakistan’ respec- 
tively. Communication between 
these separate geographical regions 
(divided by 1000 miles.of India) is 
in English. Most higher education, 
big business, military, and govern- 
ment matters are conducted in 
English. 

There is a lot of agitation by non- 
English-speaking Pakistanis (over 
90 per cent of the population) for 
the exclusive use of Urdu in West 
Pakistan and Bengali in Hast Pakis- 
tan for higher education: Aside 
from the emotional appeal that 
‘English is a foreign tongue of a 
former foreign master, they do 
have some strong points from 
which to argue. 

Most students learn their regional 
language as a mother tongue. When 
they go to primary school they have 
to learn Urdu or Bengali. In the 
ninth and tenth grades they learn 
a little English. From grade eleven 
onward only English is used. At 
this point, many students drop out. 
English is not an easy language to 
learn. Imagine what education 
would be like in America if in your 
state the mother tongue were En- 
glish, the language in primary 
school French,‘and college classes 
were conducted in Arabic. 

To change to Urdu and Bengali, 
the higher educators argue, would 
be a monstrous task. These lan- 
guages have no technical vocabu-

As the play 
opens his dream is almost realized, 
for the next day he will be leav- 
ing to sail around the world .with 
his uncle; Captain Dick. His broth- 
er Andrew, a rugged, sensual man 
who loves farming, will stay to 
help their father manage the farm, 
and asumedly marry Ruth, the 
girl they both love. 

The rest of the story is one of 
degeneration: the degeneration of 
the farm under Robert’s poor man- 
agement; the degeneration of the 
marriagé as Ruth realizes that: she 
has made a mistake and that it 
was Andrew she really loved; and’ 
the degeneration of the major 
characters as..they founder in their 
tragically crossed destinies. 

“Beyond the Horizon” dislpays 
Eugene O’Neill’s rare blend of 
grim naturalism and mystic ro- 
manticism. At .one fatal moment 
the destinies of Robert and Andrew 
are ironically crossed. Robert set- 
tles: down to a hated existence of 
dulk materialism on the farm, a 
situation in which Andrew would 
have prospered. Ruth®fails to un- 
derstand her poetic, husband, and 
longs for a man who can succeed 
materially. The beauty of the world 
is lost on Andrew, following the 


life that would have fit Robert. 


Romanticism is also evident in 
“Beyond the Horizon.”

Editor of the Holcad: 

It is a matter of disgrace that 
Negro students cannot get their 
hair cut in. the lo¢al barbershop. 
But it is equally a matter of disgrace 
that community attitudes either of 
approval or of apathy : permit this 
discrimination to continue. 

.Two issues of the Globe have gone 
to press since William Morton’s let- 
ter, inviting comment on this ques- 


tion, was published. Yet I am told-: 


that not a single rejoinder has been 
submitted. Is there no one who will 
speak .up on behalf of fair and 


, equal treatment of people of color 


in our community? 


I am sure that Mr. Shaffer is en- 
tirely sincere in saying that he per- 


sonally is not prejudiced against Ne- : 


groes. He has entertained Negro 
students in his home and otherwise 
demonstrated a fine spirit toward 
them. He maintains that his ;sole 
reason for excluding Negroes from 
his-shop is the fear that white pa- 
trons would object and that he 
would suffer a loss of business, 
There are two answers to this 
position:. (1) the present policy has

resulted in a considerable loss of 
business, as many students and at 
least a «few of the citizenry have 
withdrawn their patronage from the 
local tonsorial parlor over this issue; 
and (2) Christian ethics demands 
that we base~ our decisions upon 
what is right-and not upon what is 
expedient or profitable. 

Mr. Shaffer insists that his policy 
of exclusion is a reflection of com- 
munity prejudice. In failing to raise 
our voices in protest, are we not 
Saying in effect that he is correct 
in his assumption and therefore jus- 
tified in what he is doing? 

Whether we like it or not, the 
barber shop question has put New 
Wilmington—and each one of us— 
on the spot. Either -by our action 
or our inaction we are making a 
moral (or immoral) response to the 
ethical issue before us. Will we sit 
by, complacently and ignore this in- 
justice? Or will we lay our convic- 
tions on the line and contribute to 
“a public opinion which will per- 
suade Mr. Shaffer to alter his dis- 
criminatory policy?

A reviewer in commenting about Arthur Miller’s 
play, The Crucible (a dramatization of the Salem 
witch’ trials), says that Miller “appears much | con- 
cerned with what he terms ‘diabolism’—the fear and 
hatred of opposites.” Mr. Miller, himself, says that: 

“when tensions exist, this fear is organized. 

. In Salem these people regarded themselves 

as holders of light. If this light were extin- 

guished, they believed, the world would end. 

When you have an ideology which feels it- 

self so pure, it implies an extreme view of 

the, world. Because they are white, opposition 

is, completely black.” 

Unfortunately, today as in Salem, innocent lives 
have been ruined because of this fear of opposites. 
Some Americans seem to be eager to condemn men 
who are not guilty of Communist affiliation: 

Such condemnation has led to ‘diabolism’— our 
witches are called “Communists,” and our hunters, 
the House Un-American Activities Committee. 

Without due process of+law and’ in denial. of 
constitutional .rights, we stigmatize men who are 
acting within their conscience. 


Let us not deny freedom of thought or ebode 
civil rights in the name of Americanism.

Dear R. J. McCarthy, 


Article I of the Bill. of Rights States, “Congress © 


shall make no law respecting an establishment of 
religion, or prohibiting the free exercise thereof, or 


abridging the freedom of speech or of the press, . 


or the right of the people peaceably to assemble 
and to petition the Government for a redress of 
grievances.” This is the major issue in the dispute 
concerning the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities. The opponents of the committee feel that 
these rights are being abrogated. Hugo Black, 
United States Supreme Court Justice states, “The 
First Amendment says in no equivocal language that 
Congress shall pass no law abridging freedom of 
speech, press, assembly or petition. The activities 
of this Committee (on ‘Un-American Activities) 
authorized by Congress, do precisely that, through 
exposure, obloquy and public scorn.” 


This committee was created in May of 1938 to 
investigate “the extent, character. and objectives of 
un-American propaganda activities in the United 
States.” The investigation was supposed to end in 
seven months, but last week, twenty-three years 
after its conception, the House approved a $333,000 
appropriation for the committee by a vote of 412 to 
6. The Christian Century stated, “We salute. these 
six Democrats for their courage and statesmanship.” 


The New York Times (March 5) in interpreting 
this felt that it “reflects in part the fear that a nega- 
tive vote might. be political suicide. Yet the: number 
of critics of this committee appears to be growing. 
Perhaps. these critics are liberals (not, however, 
under the influence of communist propaganda as you 
stated), but if opposing a committee which attempts 
to take away the rights granted by the’ Constitution 
is liberal, then I say we need more liberals. 

The General Board of the National Council | of 
Churches at its’recent meeting in Syracuse discussed 
the film “Operation Abolition’ and approved a 
resolution that included the statment “that the film 


does not contribute to a realistic understanding of ' 


Communism and its dangers to the’ United States.” 
They also advised “churches not to show this film 
without questioning its authenticity.” 


If the committee .would stick to matters that 


pertain to proposed legislation I would not oppose it, 
but when it violates “due process of law” and uses 
methods which are in direct violation of the Con- 
stitution I feel that its existence is dangerous to the 
freedom of the American people. In twenty-three 
years the committee has only been responsible: for 
two pieces of legislation. Is this enough to justify 
its actions?

lary. Their scripts do not lend them- 
selves readily to. science, mathe- 
matics, and modern printing meth- 
ods. Thousands of books would have 
to ‘be translated into Urdu and Ben- 
gali just for the sake of a hundred 
or fewer copies needed for college 
libraries in the land.. Most of the 
world’s rapidly advancing technical 
knowledge is available: in English. 
Just keeping the country up to date 
on what is accomplished daily in 
the world is a task in itself. Chang- 
ing to the two vernacular languages, 
they argue, would cut off Pakistan 
from the rest of the world. It 
would also drive deeper the wedge 
of cultural difference that separ- 
ates the two provinces. 


There is no easy solution to this 
problem. It is typical | of others

Progress will require change and 
some -painful disciplines. Flaming 
nationalism’ and emotional appeals 
will have to give way to cool de- 
cisions based on considered facts.

Christ saw the need of memoriz+ 
ing passages of scripture for many 
times he either quoted it to him- 
self or to others. Now I don’t ad- 
vocate just storing away meaning- 
less verses without first looking at 
the context in which they are tak- 
en. These Bible texts should be 
studied in their literary context 
in order to get the greatest bless- 
ing from them. | : 

I would advocate a return to the 
principles that the Bible sets forth 
for living. We must, as Christians, 
be willing to*expose ourselves to 


‘the glorious light of the gospel in 


order that we might. live for Him. 
The Bible must once again be= 
come the guidebook of the Chris- 
tian experience. This can only be 
done when individuals are willing 
to accept the “full” inspiration of 
scripture.

Barry Smith Describes 
Buddhist Funeral Rites 


The following letter was written 
to Dr. Adams from Barry Smith, 
a Westminster graduate (60) who 


with his wife (Helene Turner) is 
serving as a short term missionary 
in Bangkok. Barry and Helene both 
were active in student activities 

. during their years at Westminster 
College. Barry was a speech major 
and is still remembered for such 
-roles as John Proctor in “The Cru- 
cible.” 


I thought you might be interested 
.in one of my- latest experiences. I 
have been teaching English to a 
group of Buddhist monks. While I 
have been going to the “Wat” (tem- 
ple) there have been many funerals, 
both Thai and Chinese. The Chinese 
funerals are much louder. By that 
I mean their “music” sounds some- 
thing like a large number of peo- 
ple banging garbage can lids with 
hammers. They have dancing and 
chanting. The Thai tend to be much 
more quiet. Even when death oc- 
curs in the family, naturally there 
is real grief, but in contrast to the 
Thai, the Chinese have developed 
a set pattern for showing their 
grief. There is much screaming and 
sobbing. They believe that there is 
a direct relationship to grief and 
outward expression of it. So the 
more worked up one can gét, the 
more one shows the love which ex- 
isted. But concerning the Wat where 
I have been teaching, I have seen 
some unbelievable things. ... when 
a person dies there is great em- 
phasis upon the funeral. It may 
last as long as seven days at the 
Wat and for a year in the home. 
The monks are hired to chant at 
the funeral. I have watched these 
chants. The men chant in Bali, 
which is an ancient form of present 
Thai. The women are allowed to 
chant only in Thai. The coffin is 
placed upon an altar which is on a 
stage. The monks and nuns sit op- 
posite each other, holding fans and 
sacred books. They chant for 15 
minutes at a time. When they are 
finished they put down their things, 
pull out cigarettes and puff away. 
In. the meantime there is an ever-

Khrushehev. Boat 


A water-jet-propelled boat originally intended for use in 
a Communist country will travel instead to Africa to be used 
there by a Christian missionary. 

The Rev. W. Don McClure of New Wilmington, needed 
for his missionary work a turbo-craft-boat so constructed that 


it has no shaft or propeller which 
could prove troublesome in shal- 
low or grassy African rivers, but 
the expense prevented, him from 
such an undertaking. 

Then, the pastor of the West 
Allis Presbyterian Church in Wis- 
consin informed the president of 
the Indiana Gear Works of Rev. 
McClure’s need. The manufacturer 
offered a lavishly equipped boat 
intended as a gift from President 
Eisenhower to Khrushchev before 
the failure of the Geneva Confer- 
ence. Consequently, the 18 foot 
boat .was sold to the church at 
less than cost for use in a differ- 
ent. area of the world and for 
quite a *different purpose than 
originally intended. 

Monday, the McClures and the 
West Allis pastor will formally re- 
ceive the craft from the company 
at a boat show in Chicago. Some 
time in July the boat will begin 
its journey from Milwaukee, Wis- 
consin to Africa. Shortly after- 
ward, the McClures will follow. 

The position.in which Mr. Mc- 
Clure returns ‘will be determined 
by whether or not he accepts an 
offer made him by the Emperor 
Haile Selassie of Ethiopia. His Im- 
perial Majesty has asked him to 
become an official missions advisor, 
which would necessitate Mr. Mc- 
Clure’s staying in the capital city, 
Addis Ababa. He feels that this 
position would entail only desk 
work, and since he would not have 
an opportunity to continue his 
work in the more primitive areas 
with the people, he would not be 
of as much service in the mission- 
ary field. Although a refusal has 
been, sent to the Emperor, good 
relations might require that Mr: 
McClure go back to Ethiopia for 
more discusison and explanation. 
However, as a close friend of the 
Emperor, he is willing to ° accept 
the imperial demands and become 
an official advisor.

Activities Committee. 

Is there any doubt that the movie gives the im- 
pression of “mob action” by students but fails to 
show provocation by* police? Do we not know that 
actually the students: took care to prevent violence? 
That these students all along had intended a peace- 
ful ,demonstration? 

If there is any doubt, may I cite Fred Childress, 
writing in the Youngstown Vindicator of March 3, 
1961, who says: .

_ letin—all commented that it (“Operation Abolition”) 


presents an inaccurate account of the riot, and pre-° 
sumably they were there. The California Council of 

Churches, the American Friends Service Committee 

and Episcopal Bishop James A. Pike protested that 

the picture libeled California youth. The American 

Civil Liberties Union called it a malicious fraud, the 

National Council of Churches warned meniber 

churches planning to show the film that “serious 

questions exist concerning its validity,’ and asked 

them not to show it without presenting ee: : 
tary facts about it. 

With the truth known about this movie, I am 
wondering whether a showing of “Operation Aboli-. 
tion” on campus would be an insult to our intelli-* 
gence or a proof of our gullibility.

It seems that Walter Shaffer, the town barber, 
has refused to cut a negro’s hair for fear of public 
prejudice and a congequential loss of business. He 
has, therefore; been criticized. However, are we 
justified in criticizing Walter for not daring to stand 
up to public opinion when few. of us are likely to 
do so? 

In general, I am referring to those people who 
have ideas or convictions, but keep them silent with- 
in themselves for fear of being labeled a radical or 
fanatic by public opinion. In particular, I am re- 
ferring to the 412 representatives in Congress, who 
sold their votes to the terror of ‘the House Com- 
mittee of Un-American Activities. Public opinion 
is so taken in by the noble work of this committee 
that any criticism of its methods is blasphethy. Rev. 
John L. Payne of Knoxville, Tennessee demonstrates 
this fact only too clearly. Because he dared to 
protest the showing of “Operation Abolition”; he was 
forced to resign.

Nevertheless, 412 Representatives voted to ap- 
propriate $330,000, largest appropriation to any House 
Committee, to the H.U.A.C. In spite of growing pro- 
tests from intellectual leaders and leading period- 
icals, these men were unmoved.

With Fosburg’s Article

In replying to Pete Fosburg’s article of last week, I should 
like to take several of his statements out of context and dis- 
cuss them more fully and then move on to a slightly different 


subject. 


In the conelidiag sentence of his third paragraph, Fosberg 


says, “the Bible, in the original 
manuscript, is free from. error.” 
I doubt it, and the reason- being 
that wherever mortal man touches 
anything that is abstract, he dis- 
torts its truth, even if only the 
slightest bit, to meet his own needs 
and circumstances. How can a mor- 
tal man possible grasp the inspira- 
tion of an infinite God, and not 
slightly distort the absolute truth 
of it? 


The Bible has great meaning for 
us today, but we must remember, 
first and foremost, it was written 
for the conditions of another era 
in religious and philosophical his- 
tory. Unless we interpret the Bible, 
liberally, in light of our own era, 
we are none the less guilty than 
the Pharisees. 


In the concluding sentence of his 
second paragraph, Fosburg says 
that the Bible has “even” lost 
its centrality in many. pulpits on 


Sunday morning. To this statement. 


I agree and in many instances we 
should be very glad of it, because 
too often Protestants have set 
sent 
interpretors of scripture. When this 
occurs, the fulpit is no longer a 
guide to worship, but. rather a 
source of truth, supposedly and 
this is a purpose for which it was 
never intended. Worship, in the 
fullest ‘sense of the word, not mere- 
ly biblical interpretation, is the 
purpose of Sunday morning ser- 
vices. 


We Protestants point a hypocrit- 
ical finger at our Roman Catholic 
brethern when actually all we have 
done, in many instances, is replace 
one form of: dogma with our own 
brand. Jesus Christ was the great- 
est liberal who ever walked the 
face of the earth, and for his 
liberalism they murdered him.

changing audience which roams 
around during the ceremony. I have 
seen them bring their food and 
talk and laugh. They have a won- 


derful time. The reason is that a_ 


funeral is one of the few times that 
all the -relatives get together. They 
bring their little children, who are 


usually unclothed, and every one» 


seems .to enjoy themselves. Status 
to the oriental is very important, 
as in the United States. A funeral 
is the last occasion that a family 
has to show their rank in society. 
If a funeral lasts seven days’ then 
the family has quite a lot of money. 

I witnessed a most amazing thing 
a few days ago. During a 7-day 
funeral service they showed an 
American western at the Wat only 
a few feet from the coffin. I ques- 
tioned the monks about this. I re- 
called for them that the archbishop 
of Buddhism had declared that no 
monk could watch a movie. They 
explained that they were allowed to 
see newsreels but only ons the 
Wat’s grounds. I asked thenr why 
this western movie was being shown 
and they explained that this was 
to signify the status of the family. 
The relatives and friends and even 
unknown people were invited to 


. watch this movie free of. charge. 


The monks didn’t seem to. approve 
very much of this custom but there 
it was as big as life. It certainly 
is foreign to’my upbringing. Any- 
one who can afford such a funeral 
must certainly be an important man. 
This is their reasoning. . . . It is 
still difficult to get to know all of 
the Thai people’s customs because 
it is difficult to break through the 
surface barrier. We think of you 
often and pray that Westminster is 
moving forward.

As you know, a revolution. erupt- 
ed here in 1958. The government 
hasn’t yet recovered the private 
weapons, so another could break 
out at any time. With: this in mind 
let us tell you about our first night 
here. We were peacefully sleeping 
when about three o’clock in the 
morning hundreds of gunshots woke 
us abruptly. Having just arrived, 
we didn’t dare turn on the lights, 
not knowing what was happening. 
We just sat there wondering what 
in the world we were doing: there 
until the shooting died away. Need- 


less to say, we slept rather lightly 
the rest of the night. In the morning 
we asked rather whisperingly what 
all the trouble was. “Oh, that was

until tonight!” our Arab friend 
laughed.

We .have two schools here, one

TEACHING, MACHINES 


From tle Illinois Institute of 
Technology “Technology News” 


' Today’s shortage of teachers at 
all levels in generally recognized to 
be a real and serious problem. Of 
course, many solutions to this prob- 
lem have cropped up. There is one 
solution, however, | which 
apart from the others. It is a fright- 
ening one even more so because 
it is reasonable and within our 
easy grasp. 

The name of this monster is the 
teaching machine. There are many 
varieties, some in experimental use, 
others threatening to be used soon. 
The most efficient, and therefore 
the most hideous, that we have seen 
so far is the brain-child of Dr. Ed- 
ward McClinteck and colleagues at 
the University of Mlinois. 


The machine is-a combination of 
the standard teaching machine, an 
electronic computer, and. various 
other automatic devices. A program 
of, instructions, premade on tapes, 
films, and sound: tracks, is fed into 
the electronic computer. 

Next; the student is plugged in 
by attaching a lie-detector-like de- 
vice to his arm. When the switch 
‘is turned on, the material to be 
learned is flashed on one of sev- 
eral screens facing the student. 
Another screen displays the face of 


the professor as his recorded voice ° 


discusses the material on the first 
screen, x 

To test the student, problems are 
preesnted on the screen, and the 
student works them out on a scroll 
of| paper. The scroll then. is fed into 
the computer, which’ proceeds to 
analyze and pass judgment. 

Now comes the role of the lie- 
detector. If the machine detects that 
the student is nervous or keyed up, 
a sonorous voice speaks out of the 
void, “There, there, let’s take a 
little break.”

In Defense 


Of Grammar 


Something I have been “aware of for quite a 
while has become increasingly apparent tq me the 
This is the inability of otherwise 
capable students to use the English language cor- 
rectly. It is assumed in English 101-102 that the 
college student already should know his English 
grammar; yet I have noticed on’ a number of dif- 
ferent occasions that our upperclass students do not 
know the most fundamental rules of grammar.

During the past two years while studying German 
with other students, I have observed that most fre- 
quently their difficulty lies not in their understand- 
ing of German, but rather in their grammar defi- 
ciency. How does| one explain direct object, in- 
direct object, predicate nominative, or the difference 
between transitive and intransitive verbs in German, 
when the student doesn’t understand what they are 
in English? Also when so frequently one hears such 
expressions as, “Where’s he going to?” or “Where’s 
the book at?” or “It’s laying on the’ table,” is it any 
wonder that there will be confusion with foreign 
languages? 

This is not to be taken asa criticism of the 
English department. On the contrary, it is a critic- 
ism of those of the faculty who do not practice cor- 
rect grammar themselves, and those who do not 
correct, or at least mark,’ grammatical mistakes made 
by their students. I have sat-in chapel on several 
occasions and heard faculty’ members repeat what 
I thought were obvious grammatical errors, and I 


- know other students could say the same—if they 


were listening: at the time. 

It seems to me that any graduate of a liberal 
arts college such as Westminster should be able to 
use the English language correctly. I also feel that 
it is the duty of the whole faculty to teach English. 
Since there are several instances where students are 
deficient in grammar, it would seem to me that the 
faculty has fallen down in this area. Moreover, I 
question how many faculty members, outside of the 
English department, recognize this as a problem of 
their personal concern. I feel that if we can find 
time to try to improve conditions outside the college, 
and if we can find time for outside jobs, then we 
can find time to fulfill this part of our responsibility. 
I do not say that we shouldn’t take part in outside 
activities, but I do feel that unless the faculty—and 
the students also—recognize this deficiency in Eng- 
lish as a problem for personal concern, they are 
slighting their responsibility té the college. After 
all, the first job of the faculty is to teach and that 
of the student to learn. It is sad perhaps that the 
student wasn’t taught these things in high school, 
but if he hasn’t been, then the college has no choice 
but somehow. to make up the deficiency. I think’ it 
is time some action was takén—and this is a problem 
we can do something about, if we are interested.

Bob. Foltz in his last article brought out some very note-— 
worthy points.

It seems that Foltz is glad that in 
many cases the Bible has: lgst its 
centrality in the pulpit. On the con- 
trary, if we lose the Bible centeréd 
messages from the pulpit, then we 
lose the heart of the orthodox 
Christian approach. What else does 
the believer have to put his trust 
in? Certainly not man’s ideas and 
thoughts. Foltz ‘is afraid that the 
pulpit would ‘be made a ‘source of 
truth rather than a guide to wor- 
ship. I ask, “Why can’t the pulpit be 
a source of truth? What is wrong 
with the pulpit -being used as a 
launching pad for the truth of 
God’s Word.” 

Finally, Foltz says, “Jesus Christ 
was the greatest liberal who ever 
walked the face of the earth, and 
for his liberalism they murdered 
Him.” How can we classify _ Jesus 
as a liberal or a _ coriservative? 
Most assuredly we cannot classify 
Him in a theological position. For 
we see-that Jesus~is not just an- 
other Biblical expositor like Harry ~' 
Emerson Fosdigk but He is the | 
divine Son of God. Certainly the 
Son of God transcends a mere 
theological position. Christ wasn’t 
murdered for His liberalism but 
rather it was a divinely appointed 
act in order to- bring sinful men 
back to a righteous God. Truely, in 
His death sinful men can receive 
eternal life by personally trusting 
in Him.

Fish like their nightcrawlers fris- 
ky. Here’s how to keep. them that 
way. Simply place them in a con- 
tainer filled with small pieces of. 
water -dampened newspaper and 
store in a cool spot. 


If catfishing is your forte here’s 
a domestic bait that you ought ‘to 
try. Coat several fish hooks with 
dampened oatmeal. Be sure to leave 
the eye of the hook uncovered. 
When the oatmeal has dried, attach 
a hook to your line and you're in 
business.

Hi again! 


Tak for brevené! (Thanks ‘for the letters.) Here in Den- 
mark much correspondence—in*: fact, much communication— 
begins with “tak” for something or other. This three letter 
word seems to be the most used one in the Danish vocabulary. 


We say “tak for i often” when 
we've been out for an evening or 
“tak for besog” (thanks for the 
visit) when we’ve had guests. Af- 
ter coffee, the phrase is “tak for 
kaffe;” if we borrow something, it’s 
“tak for lan” (thanks for the loan). 
And if we have been out for an 
evening it’s proper to say “tak for 
sidst” (thanks for the last) the 
next time we see our host or hos- 
tess. (I invariably forget.) This 
custom of saying “tak” is a very 
gracious one, but it can create the 


problem—at least for a foreigner— 
of not being able to find an ade- 
quate way to say thanks for some- 
thing really meaningful and im- 
portant (not that food and coffee 


aren't important in Denmark.) 


Once a month the people of the 
little community of Vestbrik as- 
semble here at school for an even-

director of the school talk about 
my country as he had experienced 
it on a six week’s tour last summer. 


It was quite a strange sensation to > 


hear Los Angeles’s super highways, 
drive—in theaters and restaurants, 
skyscrapers, and ‘super markets de- 
scribed in Danish from the view- 
point of a Dane. 

In the course of his lecture Hr. 
Bjerre touched upon the problem of 
segregation. The paradox of racial 
discrimination in the U.S.A. is a 
great puzzle to most Danes. Of the 
many questions I have been asked, 
none has recurred more frequently 
than that about race problems in 
the U.S. To a Dane, the fact that 
a country founded on principles of 
freedom and equality has such prob- 
lems is incomprehensible. We Amer- 
icans can say that Danes can’t 
criticize because they don’t have 
the problem themselves—but that’s 
just an excuse on our part. It’s not 


- a question of being acquainted with 


racial discrimination or not being 
acquainted with it; it’s a question of 
right and wrong. If the attitude in 
Denmark is any indication, I would 
say that racial discrimination is 
more responsible for America’s 
“black eye” abroad than any other 
single factor. 

It’s been hard to know what to 
write about and to keep from gen- 
eralizing too much in these letters 
I’ve sent. My American friends at 
the schools have had many exper- 
iences and gained many impressions 


different from mine. I just spent. 


a weekend at a brand new folke- 
hojsloke with wall to wall carpeting, 
hot running water in every room, 
modern furniture, an enourmous 
assembly room, a hotel-style din- 
ing hall with table cloths on the 
tables. It was quite a contrast: to 
my 77 year old alma mater, and I 
imagine that the American student 
there has a different, and maybe 
less typical, picture of a Danish 
folkehojskole than I do.

He is also a Roman Catholic, a 
Jew, a Buddhist, or a Mohammedan, 
but you. wouldn’t know what that 
means either. Sure, you talk about 
them, criticise them, and say that 
your way of religion is best, but 
you don’t really know a _ thing 
about what they believe.

My roommate is 
Catholic, my best friend is Jewish, 
and ‘we have almost exactly the 
same beliefs about religion.

Dear Dr. Orr/Dr. Forry, 


The following suggestions are made as possible 
steps for the improvement of the curriculum at 


Westminster. 


1. An assistant to the Academic dean should 
be appointed whose duty it would be to study 
educational advancements and experiments at other 
colleges and, universities and to organize such ex- 
periments at Westminster. 


2. The school should establish an_ interdepart- 
mental honors program ‘to correlate the work of 
several majqr fields, This program would .be open 
to advanced students from each department.

(a) Students may take courses on levels 
* above their own. with the permission of the 
dapartnient involved. 

(b) Students with a two point. (2.0) average 
the preceding semester should be permitted 
‘to take an’ unlimited number of extra hours.

Last Week’s Editorial Receives 
Views from Faculty and Students 


In answer to last week’s editorial dealing with-H. S. Com- 
mager’s views on competitive sports in institutions of higher 


learning there have been several responses. 


The replies 


have come from a representative cross-section of student 
body (both participants and non-participants in competitive 


sports), and faculty. 

David Bushko . . . “I believe, first 
of all, that athletics along the col- 
lege level, played for the enjoy- 
ment of paying spectators, are here 
to stay. However, I disagree with 
the idea of de-emphasizing the ath- 
letic program. I know that athletics 
teaches a man perseverance, self- 
control, and many other virtues 
which will be of immeasurable. val- 
ue to him in later life. But there 
are many: who, either through lack 
of desire or a lack of physical 
prowess, do not. participate in 
sports.,They learn these same vir- 
tues through studying and hard 
work in the classroom. Therefore, 
if we are to publicize and praise 
the feats of the athlete, we must 
do likewise for the student who 
displays outstanding academic 
achievements. I do not advocate 
the de-emphasizing of athletics, 
but the emphasizing of academics.” 
Dick Grear ... “I agree with a 
great deal of what Commager has 
to say on the present athletic sys- 
tem, but I think he generalizes too 
much in making it seem that this 
is the case for all schools. This may 
be the case for some of the larger 
institutions, but I do not feel it is 
the case for schools such as West- 
minster.” 

Norman R. Adams... “Mr. Com- 
mager’s objections to various as- 
pects of intercéllegiate athletics is 
in accord with the best thinking 
in educational circles today.: We 
ought to be more interested in 
health and fun for all, and less in 
who wins when a small group of 
highly trained athletes competes 
against another small group. Inter- 
collegiate sports could become more 
amateur, as Mr. Commager says, 
and better serve the needs of the 
whole student body.” 

Jack Dugan... “Sports Illustrated, 
Dec. 5, 1960, tells what would re- 
sult from Mr. Commager’s plans. 
Mr. Commager mentions Johns 
Hopkins as a school “Where a bal- 
ance of. perfection between ath- 
letics and education has been 
achieved.” SI tells what has really 
happened at Johns MHopkins—the 


‘death of intercollegiate football and 


its effect on the school. Nobody at 
Johns Hopkins is happy with the 
results—student body, faculty, al- 
umni, administration, or football. 
Intercollegiate competition is im- 
portant to the morale of a school. 

I admit there are problems in in- 

tercollegiate athletics, but to anni- 
hilate high level competition is not 
the solution.” 
Department of Athlétics ... “It is 
felt that much of the criticism di- 
rected toward. intercollegiate ath- 
letics in general today emanates 
from misinformed or misunderstood 
sources. 

Intercollegiate athletics is an in- 
tegrated part of the total school 
program in our colleges. today, and 
the actual beneficial aspects have 
been manifested in many ways. Iso- 
lated cases. of unsound procedure 


formula——a sound mind in.a sound 
body—puts it quite neatly,~ and 
please note (especially students of 
political science 257) that. mind 
comes first. The horrible paradox of 
“big-time” ‘college athletics, is that 
the vast majority involved are the 
spectators—and the kinds of mus- 
clés developed thereby are assured- 
ly not of the genus biceps. The 
President (JFK) in his announced 


‘ ‘physical fitness’ campaign, has de- 


clared for a nation of participants, 
and against a nation of spectators 
(recommended: “new frontiers” so- 
lution: touch-football from ages 8 
to 80). Perhaps he will change us 
all over from sedentary (or at best, 
golfing) elephants, ‘to kicking don- 
kies. The Commager caveat is of 
course focused upon the national- 
scene; in point of fact Westminster 
athletics do satisfy a few of his 
criteria (e.g. a strong intra-mural 
program). But Harvard, . Chicago, 
MIT, Oberlinand Wellsley—satisfy 
many, more of. the Commager cri- 
teria: why not us???” 

Mr, Peck . . . “While visiting Har- 
vard, a U. C. (University of Cali- 
fornia at Berkeley) player men- 
tioned to me, “I wouldn’t play ball 
if it weren’t for the hurrahs of the 
fans, particularly the sorority girls.” 
Stuart Nixon ... “Sadly, it is not 
tactful for a young ‘person to kriock 
that which is accepted by his peer- 
group, and I am also confronted 
with 'tradition-inertia. “We’ve done 
it this way for years and we like 
it’—but consider the case against 
the standing situation of athletics 
in college. As far as I can tell, 
the salient “evil” of the football- 
basketball cycle is two-fold. Mr. 
Commager in last week’s Holcad 
listed the total elimination of mo- 
ney and outside pressures as two- 
thirds of his program to cleanse 
intercollegiate sports, He hit the 
proverbial nail on the head. Were 
I to say that making money and 
pleasing alumni motivates the sche- 
duling of athletic contests, I could 
only be accused of hyperbolic 
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treatment of fact. Sfrely the alumni 
of Westminster, collectively if not 
individually, enjoy the prestige af- 
forded them by victorious football 
and basketball teams, and just as 
surely, the gates of the games pro- 
vide more than overhead. In a. nut- 
shell, commercialization has reared 
its materialistic head to accommo- 
date -status-loving alumni® and, 
probably, administrators. 

But this is not the complete ac-" 
count.

The overt signs of this’ corruption 
are usually dismissed as “good old 
team spirit.” The rock-em-sock-em- 
break-their-necks attitude lends 
“guts” to the game, reply those in 
favor’ of the present system; it sep- 
arates the men from the _ boys. 
Would it not seem, though, that the 
intensity with which the teams go 
through their paces reflects the un- 
derlying concept that -intercollegi- 
ate athletics are dead serious Big. 
Business? 

A boy from my: high school, given 
a complete football scholarship, 
failed to. remain academically fit 
to play, despite private, tutoring 
brought in and teacher-coach col- 
laboration. I am not suggesting that 
Westminster has gone to such ex- 
tents in peopling its teams. The 
point is that it could. Already the 
professional atmosphere surround- 
ing intercampus sporting events has 
coerced the intent of those. events 
beyond its original design of phys- 
ical education.” 

Steve. Pekich . . . “Overemphasis 
of intercollegiate athletics, which is 
present in many of our universities 
and colleges today, has a tendency 
to act as a deterrent towards edu- 
cation. When. athletics are stressed 
to a great extent such as the are 
today .education must suffer. These 
high-geared athletic programs take 
valuable study time away from 
thousands of students each year. In 
order to meet the challenge of com- 
petition in athletics, an athlete has 
to prepare ‘himself. Preparation 
means many hard hours of strenu- 
ous work. As a result one can gee 
that somewhere along the line 
someone or something must suffer 
which in this case is education.

Moliere’s best spoof on the French 
society of his period. Peridd cos- 
tumes will make the performance 
effective, and forced perspective of 
the stage ‘settings ‘will add to the 
play. ‘The production has _ been 
staged and directed in a style as 
closely resembling that of the ori- 
ginal as circumstances will allow. 
With the absence of .an art curtain, 
all set changes will be done in 
pantomime to music. In this way, 
the set changes will fit directly into 
the play. As is typical of seven- 
teenth century drama, the actors 
often deliver “asides” directly to 
the audience. 

The play has to do with a greedy » 
old man, Harpagon, whose wife has 
recently died and left him with a 
grown daughter and son who have 
fallen in love with suitable mates 
and want to get married. The old 
miser refuses to let them because 
of the expense of such a cere- 
mony, and threatens to. withdraw 
his financial support if they do. 

Since “The Miser” is a farce com- 
edy, there is little concern for the 
characters.. The wonderful humor 
in the play is created by the four- 
teen colorful characters and the sit- , 
uations in which they find them- 
selves involved. The miser, Harp- 
agon is played by Phil Sigler, of 
New Castle; Cleante is Skip Pea- 
coe, of Pittsburgh; and Slise is 
Conoway.

The Thielensian editor, 
uncertain terms, inexorably opposes 
the restriction of an academic grade 
for non-class attendance. While I 
recognize the factor of class par- 
ticipation in the calculating of a 
grade, I strongly disapprove of re- 
duction for the apparent reason

of lack of oral discussion. 


I feel it is wrong to consider 
“cutting” as a sufficient cause for 
docking a person’s grades. My op- 
inion is that a grade is an indica- 
tion of scholastic achievement, an 
evaluation of the course accomplish- 
ment, and in so far as is possible, 
an evidence of supposed compre- 
hension. 


If the student is able to meet 
the course requirements—regarding 
testing, papers, more or 
less class participation, etc., he 
should be given the letter grade he 
has earned for his work. It is for 
the purpose of learning, of becom- 
ing aware, of realizing: liberality of 
mind, that the student enters a 
liberal arts college. Certainly it is 


quizzes, 


to “train” but not in the seeming- 


ly prevailing sense of discipline, de- 
pendent classes. 


Consequently, the problem of 
maintaining ‘high class attendance 
will not be solved correctly by 
penalizing the ,student. It can and 
should be solved by’ professional 
inspection. If the course is stimu- 
lating and informative, and not 
merely a regurgitation of a text or 
obvious facts, ‘the ‘students will 
throng to the classroom. Certainly, 
students who vigorously want an 
education will find it if the pro- 
fessor is prepared to communicate 
it. 

Therefore, I say it is in error to 
réduce systematically a term mark 
one letter grade for each part or 
whole of an “unexcused absence” 
which is considered “over-cutting.” 
There should be no restrictions 
placed on class attendance.

A Rule. of Thumb?

There has recently been a great deal of criticism 
of certain college policies which are, in the opinion 
of many students, contrary to Christian principles. 
It is the opinion of many of these students that a 
college that claims to be Christian in spirit is obli- 
gated to practice Christian principles. 


In all fairness to the college, however, it should 
be mentioned that defenders of the college policies 
have stated that the practice of these Christian prin- 
ciples would inevitably deprive the college of a great 
deal of its financial support. In view of this fact, 
these defenders claim that the college is justified in 
refusing to practice these principles in order that 
the institution may continue to teach its students 
those great Christian principles which it finds “im- 
practical” to initiate within its own structure. 


Certainly this is a great lesson ¢in kpratical” 
Christianity which the students would to well to 
profit from. These students are not implying that 
we should be ungrateful to those who have been 
so kind to us, but rather questioning whether prin- 
ciples should be sold. Webster defines a principle 
as a governing law of conduct. Law seems to imply 
that it is an absolute, as certainly the laws of God 
should be. Can we change a law or disregard it 
because it is inconvenient to obey it? If so, is it 
any ‘longer a law or principle, or is it merely a 
convenient- rule of thumb? 


There can be no doubt that this is a difficult 
decision to make, _but it is certainly one to which 
we should devote a great deal of concentration. 
Its implications are too extensive to be ignored.

In Defense of NAACP

Within the last few weeks I have learned that several 
people on campus discredit the work of the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored People on grounds that the 


organization is infiltrated by communists. 


On hearing this in- 


dictment I did some research which clearly indicates this ac- 


cusation is false. The following 
information is taken from various 
sources: Master’s of Deceit by J. 
Edgar Hoover, articles frim The 
Reporter, The Nation, and The 
Christian Century. 

Because one of the communist 
tactics in. the United States in in- 
filtration into influential organiza- 
tions, the NAACP has. naturally 
been a communist target. There 
have been attempts made by the 
communists to infiltrate and control 
the NAACP from within. Leaders 
of the Association were quick to 
move against this. In 1950 a reso- 
lution was passed at the annual 
convention declared that those who 
followed the communist line could 
not be members.

The NAACP 
supported the United States stand 
in Korea. 

The communists encourage use 
of violence in stirring up conflict. 
The NAACP censured and _ sus- 
pended a North Carolina leader who 
advocated, after witnessing an un- 
punished lynching, resisting vio- 
lence with violence. 

J. Edgar Hoover, writing from 
reports of F.B.I. agents who acted 
aa communists in order to learn

their actica,| explaips how the 
NAACP effectively counteracts at- 
tempts of communists to infiltrate 
the organization. “One of the most 
effective anticommunist measures I 
have heard of is the following .. .” 
He ‘goes on to give an explanation 
of an NAACP meeting. Of another 
case he writes, “The NAACP with- 
drew from the case, recognizing that 
the Communist Party was inter- 
ested only in promoting ‘Red Fasc- 
ism’ in America.” 

“The Attorney General’s List” is 
a list of organizations suspected of 
subversive activity by the govern- 
ment. This includes all types of 
subversive activity, not only com- 
munist subversion. The NAACP 
is not on this list. It is not sus- 
pected of any kind of subversive 


activity. How could is possibly be 


communist-dominated? 

There are many famous people 
who have supported the NAACP. 
Mr. Roosevelt, Mrs. Eleanor Roose- 
velt, Mr. Truman, and Mr. Nixon 
have all spoken at national con- 
ventions of the Association. Mr. 


Eisenhower spoke at its Freedom 
Fulfillment Conference in Wash- 
ington in 1954. There are senators 
and representatives who have been 
and are members of the NAACP. 
Two large union leaders are 6n the 
national board. Are we to believe 
that all these people just men- 
tioned, plus the editors of The 
Reporter, The Nation, and The 
Christian Century, and J. Edgar 
Hoover are communists or, at best, 
communist dupes? Or is it per- 
haps more logical to believe that 
the NAACP is not a communist- 
dominated organization and the 
people who make the claim are 
either mistaken or are attempting 
to discredit the work of the Asso-

Foltz Discusses 


CW. Celebration

During -this year, and periodically 


for the next four years so-called 
red-blooded Americans will raise: 
their voices to celebrate the cen-: 


tennial of the most shameful and’ 


horrible strife yet known’ to any 
democratic nation, The American 
Civil War. 

Throughout the country, but es- 
pecially in the Deep South where 
old die-hards are whooping up 
rebel yells, the war is being re- 
lived, During January, in the state 
legislature of South Carolina, at 
least a half a dozen members ap- 
peared wearing long  side-burns 
typical of a southern aristocrat in 
years gone by. In late March the 
city of Jackson, Mississippi, took 
time off from persecuting Negro 
students,- who had been using a 
white city library, to celebrate 
Secession Day. A colorful ceremony 
in Charleston, S.C. on April 12th 
marked the centennial of the firing 
on Fort Sumter. 

The celebration has been by no 
means limited to local ceremonies. 
Nationally read news periodicals 
have devoted special issues to de- 
tailed . historical accounts of the 
bloody years of civil strife. The 
war historian, Bruce Catton, may 
well be canonized before. the next 
four years have elapsed. The Fed- 
eral Government has gone as far 
as establishing the National Cen- 
tennial Civil War Commission for 
the purpose of sponsoring numer- 
ous events and celebrations. 

What have we to celebrate? Why 
do we look back with nostalgia on 
a national nightmare which nearly 
destroyed the Union, much less 
claimed the lives of countless men, 
women and children? Have we 
forgotten the ugly matters of slav- 
ery and selfishness which provoked 
the war? Where is the victory, or 
what is the victory about which 
all pseudo-patriots are shouting? 
Where is the victory in any war 
for that matter? The only possible 
victory could be in the mere fact 
that the slaughter is passed. Count- 
less thousands of veterans of more 
recent wars have sworn that they 
will -never march the streets of 
Hometown USA in any. memorial, 
parades, yet at the same time many 
others find some vicarious thrill in 
reincarnating these events. 

Have we absolutely no under- 
standing of what is really impor- 
tant about history, and the lessons 
to be learned from it? To the rest 
of the world, I think we must look 
like a bunch of kids playing sol- 
diers,

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Minister Reviews | 
HUAC Movie

Thursday night a week ago 
Westminster was treated to a ma- 
jor social event—free movies. Op- 
eration Abolition brought as large 
a crowd as Marlon or Marilyn 
ever attracted to 116 Science Hall. 


Aside from the question of HUAC 
abolishment just let me pass on to 
you a few facts about the movie 
which were gathered by Rev.Robert 
W. Moon, pastor of the First Metho- 
dist Church of Fresno, California. 
Mr. Moon makes charges of in- 
accuracy and distortion against the 
movie ‘in the March 22nd, 1961 is- 
sue of Christian Century. Perhaps 
the HUAC would say Rev. Moon 
and Christian Century are under 
Communistic influuence but Rev. 
Moon provides complete documenta- 
tion of his article so that anyone 
(that includes people at Westmin- 
ster) may check his claims. 

A lack ‘of clear documentation 
was one of the major weaknesses of 
the film. 

In his article, “Let’s Look At The 
Facts,” Rev. Moon counts sixteen 
specific instances of dishonesty and 
distortion in both the sound track 
and the editing, and, as I said be- 
fore, each instance is thoroughly 


. footnoted. 


Here .are a few examples which 
you may recall from the movie. 
Rev. Moon’s footnotes are inserted. 


: where they apply. 


“The movie shows a line-up of 
subpoenoed witnesses making a 
loud demonstration inside the hear- 
ing room in such a manner as to 
suggest that the action set off the 
noisy demonstration by the students. 


. The first incident happened on 


Thursday, May 12, the second on 
May 13.” (Original film footage in 
the possession of KRON-TV and 
KPIX in San Fransisco. Newstape 
of the. hearing recorded by station 
KPFA in Berkely. The Transcript 
of the hearings prepared by the 
HUAC.) 

“The movie shows a noisy de- 
monstration, including the singing 
of the ‘Star-Spangled Banner,’ as 
if it happened immediately after 
the peaceful opening of a session 
of the committee. This noisy de- 
monstration actually happened: dur- 
ing a noon recess_when no com- 
mittee members ‘were present.” 
(same as above). 

“The movie shows a_ witness 
(Mandell) answering a question put 
to him by the counsel for the 
HUAC. The answer given in the 
movie was actually to a different 
question put to him at a different 
time. The movie leaves out the 
answer the witness gave to the 
question the narrator said he was 
asked . . . ” (Same as above) 
(House Report No. 2228, p. 15). 

“In the introduction tothe movie 
Chairman Francis E. Walters\warns 
us that we will see known Com- 
munists at work among the stu 
dents. Then he names them. The 
implication is that these commun- 
ists were there for the express pur- 
pose of orfanizing and directing the 
student demonstration. The truth 
is that most of those he names were 
there because he had subpoenoed 
them, and no evidence is produced 
to show that any of the communists 
had any part in planning or di- 
recting the student demonstration. 
(House Report No. 2228, p. 7). 

“The narrator refers to one of 
several communist professional agi- 
tators arrested as one who was 
charged with sedition! (House Re- 
port No. 2228, p. 12) He doesn’t 
mention that the man was never 
convicted of the crime charged and 
that in the hearings on Friday the 
HUAC admitted that he was not a 
member of the Communist party. 
(Original film footage, etc.). : 
“The narrator says that the stu- 
dents sang a song ‘lifted from the 
old communist People’s Song Book.”

(House Report No. 2228, p 11). It 
is actually a parody’ of an old 
hymn and was used several years 
ago by one of our major political 
parties.” f 

“The narrator says that the stu- 
dents were in ‘open. defiance of 
law and order.’ Further: ‘The police 
warnings are met with jeers- and 
boos . . . the crowd responded by 
throwing shoes.’ (House Report No. 
2228, pp. 11, 12) Other observers 
report that there was no throwing 
of shoes and that the students 
listened attentively every time law 
enforcement officers spoke to them.” ~ 
(Original film footage etc.) 

There are several other enlighten- 
ing instances concerning the stu- 
dents and alleged riot in the article. 

Even. though some members of 
the committee may have admitted 
to a few mistakes in the film, its 
inflammatory character and wide 
circulation have made it difficult 
tu ascertain the truth about the sit- 
uation portrayed. It is unlikely; in 
the present atmosphere of charges ~ 
and countercharges, that we shall 
find the answers to the really im- 
portant questions. However, we may 
conclude, with Rev.. Moon, that “It 
(HUAC) has subverted the ideals . 
of truthfulness, fair play and jus- 
tice.”

Next time you plan to freeze a fish, 
first place it in a pan of water.

Athletic Director 
Receives Tribute 


‘Tribute was paid to Athletic Di- 
rector Grover C. Washabaugh of 
Westminster College at.a Testimon- 
ial Banquet on Tuesday evening.

- Once upon a time there were four larvae 
in an ant hill. Being larvae they were all 
somewhat similar in shape, size, and appear- 
They all lived in one section of the ant 
_ hill and all had” varying degrees of contact 
with the nurses and rkers whose job. it 
was to feed them and ffourish them and bring 


them up to be ‘proper ants. 


» However these larvae were not all quite 
They all had some food: but one of 
. them always ate’ much more than the others. 
This larvae used to organize the others when- 
ever possible and tell them wonderful things 
‘about itself, and about the food they were 
getting (“It isn’t even good enough for ap- 
hids!”) about the treatment they were re- 
ceiving from the adult ants, and about its 
theories concerning ant warfare, or self-pres- 
ervation,- or possible extinction, or life in the 
big ant hill. It knew precisely what each one 
of them should do and how. It knew what 
the other ants should believe about life in the 
ant hill and explained to them that they would 
need to follow a certain way (his) in order to 
combat the: hardness and cruelty they would 
find. This first larva grew and became bigger 
and louder and stronger than the rest. 

The second larva would always listen to 
the first one and shake its body in azreement, 
then lie down and wait for the next roumd of 
feeding to begin, It would also. listen to the 


_ other two larvae if it wasn’t feeding, or tak- 


ing a nap, and it didn’t have to go out of its 
way. It didn’t really care about life in the 
rest of the ant hill, or warfare, or self-pres- 
ervation, or possible, extinction; but it didn’t 
really not care either. As a matter of fact 
it thought mainly*about the next meal and 
how pretty the segments on its body looked. 

The third larva was very intense and 
slightly thinner than the rest. It, too, had 
definite theories but. these were mostly cen- 
tered around possible extinction. It felt strong- 
ly that larvae should accept all the food given 
them and_ behave according to the specific 
rules of the ant ‘ill, and accept all the food 
given them, and, that all larvae should con- 
centrate solely on being better lavae (better 
like it was) bécause if something should de- 
stroy the ant hill and all the inhabitants were 
crushed they would come before a giant ant 
who would reward the good and punish the 
bad ants. It. really cared about the other three 
larvae becatise it felt they needed *to change 
in order to win approval from the giant ant. 


' The other larvae, however, often laughed at 


him and teased him about his “antier-than- 


thou” attitude. 


The fourth larva didn’t say very much. It

Saturday Review, March 11, 1961) 

To bring you an up-to-date re- 
port on the East Orange, N. J. ‘li- 
brary ruckus, we talked to librarian 
Harold Roth some two weeks after 
he found it necessary to call on the 
courts to take thirty-nine readers 
to task for not -returning overdue 
books, Six of these were jailed in 
a single sweep if you recall. 


“I’ve been ‘called everything from 
a Nazi to a Communist,” Mr. Roth 
told us. “But what the papers failed 
to get across was that these over- 
due booklovers ignored a full series 
of. warnings from the library, in- 
cluding a final registered letter, be- 
fore I signed complaints against 
them. After that, 


from then on in, it was out of my 
hands. You’ve got to remember that 
libraries and schools simply | can-

Since last November as 
many as 600 students and citizens in a single day 
have stood in protest lines in front of the theaters 
three times a week. We are using every peaceful, 
lawful means of protest available to us.

Inform Mr. Goldenson of ABC Paramount at the 
above address of your decision to patroriize only 
theaters which belong to integrated chains. 

Send a dollar, or as much as you can afford, to 
help buy a full page advertisement in the New York 
Times, protesting Mr. Goldenson’s segregation policy, 
and to aid us in bringing integration to Austin, and 
to Texas.

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Liter To The Students 


Dear Westminster Students: 


I have heard that you are angry. Good! In this exposition 
I shall try. to tell you why I like Cleveland better than New 
Wilmington and indicate a few more reasons why I like Reserve 


better than Westminster. 


As most of you probably know, Reserve is in the middle 


of Cleveland. It is approximately ten 
minutes by car from the public 
square, and situated in the heart of 
Cleveland’s, cultural center. Within 
walking distance (four blocks) one 
can encounter the Cleveland School 
of Art, the Cleveland Music Settle- 
ment, Case Institute of Technology, 


Western’ Reserve Historical Society, 


the Museum of Natural History, 
Severance Hall, now a public build- 
ing serving both as a “home” for 
the Cleveland Symphony and an 
auditorium in which lectures are 
delivered. Both Case and the Muse- 
um of Natural History have obser- 
vatories open to the public at least 
one night a week. The Museum also 
has a small planetarium. The West- 
ern Reserve Historical Society is a 
small but well-endowed private in- 
stitution. It has a small library 
made up of rare books and histories 
of Ohio and Pennsylvania. The dis- 
plays ‘in the buildings are, all pri- 
vate contributions and interesting 
to nearly everyone whether he be 
a student of history or not. Al- 
most every day there are school 
buses in the area bringing children 
to the previously mentioned places 
to show them the things about 
which they study. 

Reserve has a large undergrad- 
uate library, and each grad school 
has a library of its own. All students 
can use any of thése libraries. Frie- 
berger, our undergraduate library, 
is what is known as a government 


deposit library. This means that ; 
copies of all unclassified govern- : 


ment documents are sent here by 


the U.S. Government Printing Of-. 


fice in Washington. The Western 
Reserve Historical Society Library, 
Case Institute’s library, and the 
Cleveland Public Library are all 
open to us. Of still further assistance 
are the more than twenty branches 
of the Cleveland Public Library 
scattered over the county. 

It seems to me that there is really 

o lecture series here as you have. 

ere we have a constant battery of 

ectures on almost anything one 

wants to hear. Every department at 
Reserve announces lectures in their 
field every Monday in their classes. 
In my courses (business, history, 
and poli. sci.) not a week has passed 
without the announcement of a lec- 
ture on something. 

When I enrolled at Westminster 
a man who wanted me to go to 
Princeton asked me why I. needed 
to be sheltered. I told him I didn’t 
think I did — possibly because I 
didn’t realize what he meant. Now 
I do, and you do also. When I went 
to college I expected high school 
to be a thing of the past, apron 
strings to be cut, and independence 
to be a new treasure. None of these 
hopes were fulfilled. It was not my 
high school, but similar; it was not 


mother’s apron strings, but a dif- 
ferent type; and, in some ways, it 
meant less independence. 

Here it is different! We sit in pro- 
fessors’ offices, talking over a cup 
of coffee and a cigarette. We play 
cards with them in the Union. We 
play sports with them in the gym 
or on the field. But we also play 
ball with them in the classroom. 

This is an ultra-liberal school as 
far as professors are concerned. It 
is this way because of a liberal ad- 
ministration. Heated discussions be- 
tween student. and professor are 
very common. Classes are often 
dominated by thése opinionated dis- 
cussions. Is this good for professors 
to openly express opinions however 
“radical” they might be? I think 
so. You don’t know your professors 
because you can’t. 

One of your complaints is a dry 
campus. At Reserve drunkenness or 
the possession of alcohol in the dor- 
mitories is forbidden, yet fraternity 
parties are wet (legally); and we 
often go to a local bar for a beer 
before going to bed. Is this bad? 
I think not. We, evidently, are con- 
sidered to be mature, enough to 
handle alcohol, and those who can- 
not often flunk out. This is part of 
growing up. I don’t care what reli- 
gion says—it is something we will 
have to live with. When does reli- 
gion suggest we start? And don’t 
reply that it says we should never 
start—people say that, not religion. 

Few care whether we study. Few 
care whether ‘or not we go to class- 
es. Few care if we flunk out. Why 
Should they? When are we supposed 
to grow up? When must we learn 
to discipline ourselves, to trust our 
judgments? This, in my estimation, 
is a primary function of college and 
universities. 

In these two letters I have tried 
to compare our two schools. What 
do I have to gain?—Revenge on 
Westminster’s administration, stu- 
dents, faculty, my friends among 
you? Those of you who are my 
friends will not feel this way—you 
know me. Those of you who are 
angered were not my friends in the 
first place nor are you thinking. Con- 
sequently, I coudn’t care less. My 
hope is that you will think about 
my attempt at analyzing our schools 
and perhaps do something about it. 
What? That is no longer my prob- 
lem—it is yours. These letters are 
generalizations, of course, and are 
not applicable to all of you nor to 
all of us. But in a general sense I 
think what I have tried to say is 
correct. 

Please give me the satisfaction 
(although I will never know) of 
listening and thinking. It won’t help 
me a bit, but it can help you—if 
you wish.

Ignazio Siloné wrote, “The distinction between 
theories and values is not sufficiently recog- 
nized, but it is fundamental. On a group of 
._ theories one can found a school; but on a 
group of values one can found a culture, a 
civilization, a new way of living together 
among men.” What is important? Principles? 
Human life? Maintaining West Berlin? 

Of course individuals differ in their eval- 
uation of abstracts such as truth, democracy, 
freedom, the threat of world war, and so forth 
but now is the time to put some value on 
them. It is still legal to think for oneself in 
the United States, and the liberty to do so 
should be especially evident on a church- 
related campus. Again, to quote ‘Silone, 
“Liberty is the possibility of doubting, the 
possibility of making a mistake, the possibility 
of searching and experimenting, the possibility 
of saying ‘no’ to-any authority—liberty, artis- 
tic, philosophic, religious, social and even 
political.” 

This year seems to be an important one 
as far as international politics as well as 
fer Westminster students and we challenge you 


~ to do something in it that is worthwhile. 


Remember Bertrand Russell’s quip, “If your 
head is cut off it immensely diminishes your 
thinking power!”

Starting this fall, a selected group of Beloit College courses 

will offer students individual |reading-research: periods to re- 


place four weeks of formal classroom instruction. This in- 
novation in course-calendar structure has been approved by 


the. college faculty. The new plan| 
allows a permissive reading period 
of not over four weeks per se- 


mester for courses “whose. educa- 


tional’ impact -would thereby be 


enhanced.” 


During this period, participating, 


students will be “on their own’ 
to do assigned reading and re+ 
search in connection with the for- 
mal ¢élassroom work. Professors 
will be available: for consultation 


on an individual basis. 


Courses to offer the individual 
reading periods will be selected 
on the basis of requests from indi- 
vidual departments and: subsequent 
approval by the dean of the col- 
lege.

Book Nook 


by Carolyn Blake 


From the prolific pen of John 
Steinbeck has come another novel, 
The Winter of Our Discontent. This 
book is a study of a modern Amer- 
ican family man, Ethan Allen Haw- 
ley, struggling to regain the for- 
tune and respect his family name 
had once represented. The problem 
Steinbeck investigates is the means 
by which he is to attain this goal. 
As the plot progresses, *Hawley’s 
moral code is slowly eaten away 
as he listens to the pragmatic but 
unethical reasoning of all his 
friends, from the banker to the 
town drunk. Their advice to “look 
out for number one” finally drives 
him to a decision to forget his 
righteous ideals until he has reach- 
ed the plateau of wealth and pro- 
minence his family craves. But 
these thoughts crumble when he 
finds that his son has lost his 
sense of honesty. 


In The Winter of Our Discontent, 
Steinbeck probes deeply into Am- 
erica’s decadent sense of basic mor- 
ality as reflected by a typical, well- 
born, educated family in a typical 
New England town. This novel may 
not measure up to all.of Stein- 
beck’s earlier works, but it cer- 
tainly presents a problem well 
worth our consideration.

OUTDOOR TIPS 


FISHING 

Fishing rods» are a man’s_ best 
friend” (it says here) and deserve 
to be treated gently when they’re 
put away at the end of the season. 
Cork handles have a tendency to 
split and dry out over several sea- 
sons’ wear. You can prevent this 
by coating the cork with glycerine 
or a similar liquid before storing 
your rods for the winter. The coat- 
ing will wash off easily next spring 
and your rod handle will be as 
good as new. 

Fishing where the rocks are al- 
ways has its problems: Isines and 
particularly sinkers hang up more 
often ‘than not. A piece of chain 
of several links makes a practically 
no-snag: sinker for rock fishing. Use 
as many links as are needed fos 
the correct weight. 

A magnet placed in your tackle 
tray can be a ‘mighty important 
item. It won’t attract more fish to 
your boat or hooks, but it can keep 
your hooks in good shape for the 
fish when they .do come around. 
A magnet will prevent the hooks 
from rattling or spilling and keep 
them right handy. 

Night crawlers can be kept crawl- 
ing and lively until it’s time to put 
them to work if you keep them in 
a container filled with peat moss 
instead of dirt.

only 72 books during a five month experiment 


in which people were given access to the 
“stacks to choose their own books. More than 
130,000 people visited the library. during this 


‘Pperiod and a much greater loss had been ex- 


pected. 

Fortunately to give a “boost” to our na- 
tional pridé in a day when American pride 
needs such “boosting” abroad, we are able to 
better this record. Even at Westminster, we 
can claim a more avid interest in scholarship 
‘than the Japanese. Our librarians report 
that over 200 books, during each nine-month 
period under similar conditions, mysteriously 


vanish from the shelves and are never seen 


again, like the patterns lost forever when one 
turns a Kaleidescope. 

Again as a tribute to the broad-minded- 
ness of the Westminster student, no one cate- 
gory of books is patronized to the exclusion 
of others. In fact books have “disappeared” 
from every field.

“Shocking,” “filthy,” “provocative,” “sensuous,” and “pro- 
phetic” are some of the words that have been used to describe 
La Dolce Vita.. This movie with its bitter portrayal of “the 
sweet life” is sweeping our country as it has already swept 


Europe. 
banned by some committees, yet 
was called an “accurate, blazing 
sermon” by Presbyterian Life. 


La Dolce Vita is a series of illu- 
strations exposing a decadent soc- 
iety, undoubtedly present. The 
strange mixture of the religious 
and the secular in scenes is high- 
ly -symbolic. The plot centers 
around Marcello, a third-rate news- 
paperman of Rome reporting soc- 
iety gossip for the scandal sheets. 
He is shown succumbing to “the 
sweet life” as he reports it. 


Viewers are startled in the very 
first scene as a statute of Christ 
suspended from a helicopter flies 
across the city of Rome. 
reaction is depicted by the bikini- 
clad sunbathers waving and calling, 
“Hi, Jesus!” The film shifts from

mood to another. Yet in all the 
scenes, the underlying mood re- 
mains the same—boredom with life. 


Sylvia, the Hollywood sex symbol, | 


makes her dramatic appearance in 
Rome amidst fans and reporters. 


Later, dressed in clerical-type garb, | 


she runs flirtingly through the halls 
of St. Peters. Two children claim 
to have seen the Virgin Mary. The 
press exploits the incident, and aj 
man dies in the resultant hysteria 
of the mob. The _ intellectual, 
Steiner, plays jazz on the cathedral 
chimes. Later he murders his two 
children and commits suicide him- 
self. Emma, Marcello’s mistress, 
attempts suicide while her lover 
spends the night in the house of a 
prostitute. This is La Dolce Vita, 
“the sweet life.” rile 


After an all night orgy at a sea- 
side villa, La Dolce Vita comes to 
a dramatic conclusion. At dawn, 
a huge, strange fish is pulled up 
on the beach. The party guests 
gaze at it unbelievingly. Its one 
eye is staring at them, watching 
their every move. Could this dead 
fish on a beach near Rome have 
any connection with the fish once 
symbolic of Christianity in Rome? 


Salvation is rejected, Christianity 
is irrelevant, and the result is bore- 
dom with life. La Dolce Vita has 
a message which is trying to speak 
to us today. The question is: Are 
we looking for it?

American students fighting for li- 
berty and equality in the states, 
but the people question if this 
movement is just a small fringe 
roup or a real indication of the 
merican people’s feelings. I must 
admit that New Wilmington’s own 
segregation problem has not been 
of much comfort-to me here. The 
President of Ghana is now in Rus- 
sia, so most newspaper information 
is about Russia these days. I am 
happy to report that I can read the 
Manchester Guardian; so I’m not 
too much in the dark. 


School has not begun, but I am 
most thrilled with both the facili- 
ties and professors who I have met 
being a student. 


On my way to Ghana I made 
several stops, but the most inter- 
esting was in London, England. Af- 
ter making the general tour by 
foot of the city, I took some time 
to go through Oxford and then 
Shakespeare’s country. I guess I 
expected too much of Oxford, for 
I was rather dispointed. Shakes- 
peare, then, improved my spirits 
again, and I had a very interesting 
time in Stratford-Upon-Avon. On 
the whole I found London fascinat- 
ing. I couldn’t help but be impress- 
ed by St. Paul’s Cathedral where I 
attended services. The music was 
beautiful and the service seemed 
Christ-centered even to me. I was 
amazed at the amount of ruins still 
existing around St. Paul’s. Although 
some new buildings have been con- 
structed. I also saw the Soviet Ex- 
hibitation but was not too thrilled.

fore, with good cheap trains (but 
dirty, I'm afraid) the students can 
come back to the University dur- 
ing vacation, stay a couple of 
weeks, and go home again. 

“There are so many things here 
which are different—and so many 
which are not, too—that I don’t 
really know where to begin. I 
guess the best things is where I 
begin with my new GE-Friends— 
politics. The first night I was in 
Marburg, I was invited to a small 
party and we soon began to talk 
politics. This was Wednesday. By 
Sunday night, I was called upon 
to clarify and to defend the U.S.A. 
on a number of minor points. 

“The big question here, as_ it 
probably is at home, is Berlin. 
However, we see it one way at 
home, and they see it a little dif- 
ferently here. To us it is a sym- 
bol of freedom which the U.S. has 
said it will defend. To many of 
these people, it is still the capital 


of Germany. It is the greatest city ° 


of their country, ‘and to the 2.2 
million living there, it’s home. 
When we speak of Germany, we 
usually say West Germany or E. 
Germany, but these people say 
Bundes Republik and Ast-Zone 
(East Zone) and when they say 
Deutschland (Ger.) they refer to 
the Germany of before the world 
war. This was my first lesson in 
terminology. Deutschland is the 
country from 1918-1938 and Kun- 
des Republic and East Zone are the 
present day “Germanies.” This may 
seem like splitting hairs, but to 
them it’s important. It’s far more 
important than the mistake a Ger- 
man might make of calling a Vir- 
ginia-born soldier serving over 
here, a “Yankee.” It shows the 
hope and faith these people have 
that some day their country will 
be united and free again. And here 
one must be very careful, because 
these people have no thought at all 
‘of having two Germanies. This, 
almost, led to a very uncomfortable 


_ first’ week for me. 


“We were discussing the coming 
elections in Germany when sud- 
denly one. of the fellows asked me 
if America were about to reécog- 
nize the Ast-Zone; I said it was 
impossible to think of such a thing 
but the man wasn’t at all convinc- 
ed. He said that if the Soviet 
Union turned control of train and 
highways into Berlin to the Ast- 
Zone, he felt the U.S. would pay 
the price of formal recognition if 
it meant there would be no inter- 
ference. . I was really at a loss for 
words—not so much because of 
the language difficulty, but mainly 
because I had never before heard 
of such a thing. But here was a 
group of students seriously sug- 
gesting that the U.S.A. would allow 
itself to be blackmailed by a threat 
of war. Since then I have tried to 
follow up by talking with others 
and I find that more and more they 
feel. the same, and as they say it, 
they leave no doubt that it will 
mean the end of their hope for a 
united country. To find the cause 
for such a fear is hard, but I do 
have some opinions. One thing I 
feel sure, is the fact that many 
Americans, under the name of 
moralists, humanitarians, etc. write 
to the Times and Herald

Then there was 
also the confession by Adlai Steven- 
son that we can’t keep Red China 
out of the U.N. and on top of that 
the cries of certain “realists” that 
we can’t afford to “ignore” a: gov- 
ernment of a country of 650 mil- 
lion. I can only say that such talk 
does real harm to the morale of W. 
Germany. And as long as we want 
W. Germany in NATO and as an 
ally, such talk just undermines our 
efforts. For extending formal rec- 
ognition to Red China will .be a 
sign to these people that America 
will truly seek the easy way out 
when things get rough. Words 
mean, little to people once their 
faith is broken, but I’m afraid that 
it’s wavering. The publicity stunt 
with Johnson and later with Clay 
in Berlin have had wonderful ef- 
fects as far as I can see, but we 
need something to keep things go- 
ing over the long grind ahead. If 
Germany leaves I’m afraid we 
can’t expect too much from the 
other countries of NATO. 

“Finally let me say that I said 
nothing of the ‘Better Red than 
dead,’ slogan until I read the N.Y. 
Times. It certainly isn’t popular 
here! The election showed that too, 
with the defeat of the neutrality 
party campaigning under the pic- 
ture of Albert Schweitzer. They 
didn’t get one seat, as neither did 
the new Nazi party. These people 
will stand as long’ as we will—of 
that I’m convinced.

Mr. Khrushchev’s statement that our children will live 
under communism has touched off the question, “Would you 
rather be red than dead?” This question, though broadly stated 
and very ambiguous, provoked interesting reactions when 


posed to various students and 

Jan Beecher: “I would rather be 
red, because I value life too much 
despite the ideological system. One 
live righteous man is worth far 
more than fifty dead righteous 
men.” 


Dr. Bleasby: “The question is 
misleading because it intimates that 
the people of the western world are 
facing the choice of slavery or 
annihilation. They are not facing 
this choice” and I do not believe 
they will face this choice. The 
question makes the mistake of plac- 
ing world questions in terms of 
tragic absolutes. I have more faith 
in living men than~in dead men.” 


Frank Clark: “This question 
symbolizes the fear that is prevalent 
in the US. today. The question is 
not would you rather be red than 
dead, rather # is whether or not 
to destroy civilization for an ideal 
such as democracy. I'd rather be 
dead because at least my choice

Russian Leader 
Expresses Policy 


If the Western powers display 
readiness to settle the German prob- 
lem, Soviet Premier Khrushchev 
says that the Soviet Union will no 
longer insist that a German peace 
treaty be signed before the end 
of the this year. 

Speaking before the 22nd Soviet 
Communist Party Congress, the 
Russian leader emphasized that a 
German peace treaty “must and 
will be signed with the Western 
powers or without’ them.” Khrush- 
chev offered no plan, however, for 
the solution to the Berlin problem.

In the same speech the Soviet 
Premier said that at the end of 
October Russia intends to explode 
a nuclear bomb equivalent to 50 
million’ tons of T.N.T. He said that 
the U.S.S.R. was forced to resume

Berlin.

To Kill a Mockingbird, the best- 
selling Pulitzer Prize winner by 
Harper Lee, is a refreshing change 
from much contemporary literature. 
It tells of a free-thinking tomboy 
growing up under the tutelage of 
her father and brother, and of the 
unorthodox education she receives. 
The story is set during the depres- 
sion in Maycomb, Alabama, a typi- 
cal small Southern town. 


The basis of the novel is the way 
in which the “heroine,” Scout Finch, 
develops a strangely adult view of 
life. Through Scout’s eyes we 
meet the people of. Maycomb—Boo 
Radley, her mysterious next-door 
neighbor; Alexandra, her crotchety 
and demanding aunt; and Judge 
Taylor, the sage old justice. And 
we meet Atticus, Scout’s father, a 
man of perception and deep wis- 
dom. Scout slowly discovers what 
moves these men and women to act 
as they do—kindly one moment and 
viciously the next.

A New Fascisin

Last Wednesday, Oct. 11, students of the Uni- 
versity of Pittsburgh and Carnegie Institute of 
Technology staged a mass demonstration protesting 
against a public appearance made by Robert Welch, 
leader of the extremely right-wing movement, the 
so-called John Birch Society. Over two ‘thousand 
students gathered outside Pittsburgh’s Carnegie Mu- 
sic Hall bearing posters and banners which de- 
nounced Welch and the Birchers. Their behavior 
was orderly but their position was unmistakable. 


The John Birch Society was organized by Robert 
Welch in 1958, named after an American soldier 
put to a horrible death by the Chinese Communists. 
They are a group of extremely conservative anti- 
communist men and women. Their professed pur- 
pose is to expose any individual or group suspected 
or known to have pro-communist sentiments. Their 
methods and tactics are’ crude and slanderous as 
they ruthlessly attack whomever they so desire. 
President Eisenhower, Chief Justice Earl Warren, and 
a number of noted Protestant and Catholic clergy- 
men are just a few victims of their slander cam- 
paign. 

In his recent speech in Pittsburgh, Welch ac- 
cused three per cent of all clergymen and two per 
cent of all government officials of being “comsymps” 
crises in Berlin, 
Laos, and Cuba, says Welch, are merely phony war 
threats, trumped up by the communists and used as 
a means of diverting our attention so that the Reds 
may direct their efforts toward internal subversion. 
Their statements and accusations are most often 
unconfirmed, unfactual, glittering generalities at best.

Despite the foolishness of the Birchers’ un- 
supported rabble rousing statements, every Ameri- 
can should be alarmed by this movement. The John 
Birch Society bears the unpleasant odor, in a much 
stronger way, of a dark movement in recent Ameri- 
can history, that of Senator McCarthy, may he rest 
in peace and I doubt if he is doing so. Under cover 
of the basic principle of American freedom of speech, 
they are fostering one of the ugliest hate campaigris 
in recent years. 


The Birch Society, however, bears a character- 
istic much more frightening and reminiscent than 
simply that of a hate campaign. One could justly 
call the Birch movement an Americah brand of 
Fascism which leans for support on a gospel of 
superiority, of purity in purpose, and on a cheap 
doctrine of rabble rousing pseudo-patriotism. Welch’s 
methods of appealing to public sentiment are ghastly 
similar to those of a fanatical Mussolini or a power 
crazed Hitler, who raped any existing standards of 
human decency just two decades ago. 


Americans, wake up. The United States stands 
in clear opposition to the menace of Russian com- 
munism, either ffom within or on the world stage, 
but Americans must also be on the look out for 
internal forces which virtually distort truth, purpose, ° 
and the American democratic way of life.

Rather, firm 
resolution and constant dedication 
to principles, reinforced by naked 
military might, are the answer to 
the challenge. The struggle will be 
long and intense, and may or may 
not lead to permanent victory over 
international communism, but neith- 
er immediate submission nor death 
are acceptable or honorable alter- 
natives.” 

Ron Watson: “I think I could live 
under a communistic government 
if I could practice my Christianity.” 

Mr. Neyhart: “It’s clearly a false 
dichotomy and besides that it is 
definitely un-Christian. To be red 
is to be intellectually and spiritually 
dead, and no Christian could advo- 
cate or embrace a Godless system 
which. the féd system clearly is. 
Therefore, I agree with President 
Kennedy and say that we need 
‘neither be red nor dead,’ but can 
be live and free if free men dis- 
charge a Christian responsibility.”

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Kappa Delta Pi Lecture Series Opens 


With Authority on Reading Problems 


The first of two lectures to be sponsored this year by Kappa Delta Pi, the education hon- 
orary, will be held next Wednesday, November 1, at 8:00' p.m. in room 116, Science Hall. 

The speaker will be Dr. Donald Cleland, Professor of Education, and Director of the Read- 
ing Clinic at the University of Pittsburgh. Dr. Cleland is a graduate of Westminster College, 
where he received his A.B. Degree in Mathema‘ics. He holds two degrees from the University 


of Pittsburgh, Master of Education 
and Ph.D., and is recognized as 
being one of. the prime motivatings 
forces behind the initiation of the 
International Reading Association. 

Concerned with the reading of 
the retarded child, Dr Cleland has 
done much research and written 
many articles on the subject. This 
is not the extent of his interest; his 
work includes all levels of reading, 
from the retarded to the gifted. He 
is presently responsible for the 
reading conference held at the 
University of Pittsburgh each sum- 
mer. These conferences are attend- 
ed by reading authorities from all 
parts of the United States, who 
come to relate their views on new 
reading techniques. 

Dr. Cleland is presently working 
on an important reading experi- 
ment. This experiment concerns 
inner-speech, sub-vocalizing, in 
conjunction with silent reading 
speed. Dr. Cleland is working on 
this with the co-operation of sever- 
al men in the field of medicine.

- types of foreign student programs, one in 
which we offer a four-year scholarship to. 


some fine outstanding foreign students .. . 
our second type of program is the granting of 
-one-year scholarships for top college students 
in Europe to study with us. The college pro- 
,vides the scholarship which includes tuition 
and fees.” 

They. have a foreign student fund by 
which each student pays $1.00 a year. This 
fund is administered through the Foreign 
Student Committee and by the Community 
Council which is cooperative student-faculty 
government. From this fund they pay the 
room and board charges for these students 
who arrange and pay for their own trans- 
portation, incidentals and personal needs. 

Geneva has just recently joined the Co- 
operative African Scholarship Program, un- 
der which they have accepted a student from 
Tanganyika. Besides this they have at least 
five other foreign students. 

At present Westminster has four Juniors 
studying abroad, shouldn’t we have at least 


_that many replacements from those countries? 


‘The Institute of International Education in 
New York takes special care in helping col- 
leges establish foreign exchange programs and 
tries to insure that the- college receives the 
kind of student it is looking for. Maybe it’s 
only money problem—Westminster students 
just can’t afford $1.00 a year to broaden 
themselves and help someone else? 

Note to those who may have misunder- 
stood the rest of the editorial . . . The mean- 
ing this week is that some people think the 
presence ef more foreign students on campus

I really do not know if this is the right time to bring up 
the topic of drinking; maybe I should wait until some more 
students get kicked out and mess up their education .for a 
bottle of beer. I do not drink, of’ course I would not admit: it 
anyway if I*did. I care. to get my degree for which I have 


‘ been struggling for five years, not 


four or three like some of the 
brighter students. 


Christ said that if any man looked 
at a woman to lust after her it is 
as bad as the act of committing 
adultery itself. It seems to me that 
the emphasis,here is on motivation, 
the reason behind the action rather 
than the action itself. This type of 
reasoning is certainly of a higher 
type than classifying things as 
right or wrong, black and white; 
the type you teach your little chil- 
dren because their reasoning ability 
is not yet developed. 

About this time last year three 
students were kicked out for a 
semester for drinking. I do not 
know all three, but I know at 
least one of them on fairly close 
terms. He is one of the finer stu- 
dents on campus and I certainly 
have more esteem for him than for 
some of the “better” students who 
do not drink. Apparently I am not 
the only one who thinks so either 
—the same student was elected to 
membership in a fraternity for men 
of high leadership ability and high 
character. But he. was kicked out 
just the same with little regard 
to his education and ambitions, 
whatever he intended to do with 
them. 

Things in life are not in black 
and white. This is sophomoric rea- 
soning. When somebody commits 
a murder he is not automatically 
sent to the electric chair; many 


factors are taken into considera- 
tion before the sentence is made. 

I think the school should pay 
more attention to what makes a stu- 
dent drink than the mere fact of 
whether he drinks or not. Christ did 
not classify people as tax-collectors 
and adulterers as contrasted to 
teachers and preachers but as hu- 
man beings whose actions at times 
may indicate otherwise but who 
may be reformed through love. The 
woman who was a “sinner” was 
forgiven right there and then, not 
after a semester, simply becatse 
she showed desire and willingness 


‘to reform. 


I do realize that drinking is a‘ 
serious plague to this country, a 
fact that does and should disturb 
every serious and concerned person. 
I do not know what the solution is 
nor am I claiming to offer one but 
I do know this much: kicking stu- 
dents out of school is no solution. 
No matter what the board of trus- 
tees say or the benefactors and con- 
tributors of the leaders of Presby- 
terian thought (who incidentally 
ruled moderate drinking permissible 
some time ago) I am not writing 
this to antagonize anybody, nor to 
let the “outstanding” drinkers of 
campus hail and cheer for me; I 
couldn’t care less. It is just that 
I have had strong feelings about 
this subject and what I wrote 
above is the opinion I formed and 
I’m expressing here. I believe in 
the “Four Freedoms” of Rooesvelt.

burrowing underground in a frantic effort to escape the nuclear 
destruction they fear is imminent. Civil Defense and right 
wing “patriotic” organizations are urging every family to 
construct a fallout shelter. “To dig, or not to dig?”—that 


is the question. 


Superficially, it would seem that 
“to dig’ is the logical answer. 
Not only is this course dictated by 
the instinct of self-preservation 
but it has many precedents in _his- 
tory: Noah’s ark, the catacombs, 
World War II foxholes and air- 
raid shelters, Kansas cyclone cellars. 
But there is an important differ- 
ence. Noah and -his -successors 


emerged from their refuges to set 
foot on a safe world where they 
could rebuild, replant and survive. 
But what are the chances of sur- 


vival for those whose fallout shel- 
ters are -not obliterated by the 
searing blast? What will happen 
when the refugees, their 30-days’ ra- 
tions exhausted, crawl out of their 
holes? Will they not find that all 
animal and vegetable life has per- 
ished, and that earth, water and 
air have been contaminated by 
lethal radiation? 


And what of the moral aspects 
of the question? Is self-survival a 
justifiable end—in a situation in

“For whoever would save 
his life will lose it, and whoever 
loses his life for my sake will find 
it. For what will it profit a man, 
if he gains the whole world and 
forfeits his life?” (Matt, 16:25-26). 

But the chief reason why the 
fallout shelter craze is menacing 
and immoral is that it is rooted 
in and productive of war hysteria. 
If the notion prevails that war is 
inevitable, this will increase the 
likelihood that war will occur— 
and with it the loss of 50,000,000 
American lives “even if we win.” 
Furthermore, many extremists of 
the right who are clamoring~ for 
fallout shelters are motivated by 
the insane idea that once a sur- 
viving remnant is assuered, it will 
be “safe” to risk a shooting war. 
They would rather that the teem- 
millions be dead than Red—as long 


as they are secure in their fallout . 


proof shelters! This extremism of 
the right is at least as dangerous 
to the peace of the world as is ex- 
tremism of the left. 

Then too, if the United States 
goes “all out for fallout,” will not 
this say to the Russians that we 
have determined upon war, and 
will they not then try to “beat us 
to the draw” and start the war 
which will reduce our major cities 
to rubble within a matter of hours? 

Let us abandon this insane non- 
sense and pray and work for peace 
and ultimate disarmament—before 
some lunatic pushes the panic but- 
ton and we commit world suicide.

The ‘chapel speaker on Wednesday, November 15 will be 
Mr. Lall Motilall.. He was born in a village of the Punjab (now 
in Pakistan) in #915. Mr. Motilall attended one of the village 
schools which was managed by Dr. E. V. Clemants, a missionary 
of the United Presbyterian Church in North America. He was 


accepted in the Christian Training 
Institute at Bialkot, West Pakistan, 
for high school and Gordon College 
in Rawalpindi for his BA. A 
Hindu College in Lahore, accepted 
him for graduate work because of 
his skill in basketball. 

Mr. Motilall was called to be 
Headmaster at the Christian Train- 
ing Institute in Sialkot in 1945. He is 
presently serving as principal of this 
high school, as well as being in 
charge of 18 village schools in 
neighboring districts. He received 
a Master of Education degree at 
Pitt in 1949 when he visited the 
U. S. for further education. 

An ordained elder, Mr. Motilall 
was a commissioner to the 1949 and 
1950 General Assemblies. of the 
United Presbyterian Church. He was 
elected Moderator of the U. P. 
Synod of the Punjab in 1955 and 
is presently Moderator of the Sial- 
kot Presbytery of the U. P. Church 
in West Pakistan. 

At present he is taking courses

Please 
note that we are not saying to any group on 
campus that they must include members of 
minority groups We are only insisting that 
they have the right to do so if they choose

‘STUDENTS LOSE POSITIONS 


Three students at the University of San Francisco have been 
fired from their positions in the last week. The three are Ed- 
ward Stephen, former editor of the university newspaper, the 
Foghorn; Mike Kunath, former head yell leader and Leland 
Vandendale, former editor of the USR literary magazine. 


Stephen was dismissed October 
5. The official reason for the fir- 


ing was “possession of alcoholic 
beverages on campus,” but a var- 
iety of other reasons have been 
offered as the true causes of their 
ismissals. 

an Francisco metropolitan news- 
papers have claimed that it was 

W#fferences over “philosophies,” not 
alcohol, which led to Stephen’s dis- 
missal. Stephen himself offers a 
diffrent cause. 

According the Stephen, he was 
dismissed because he refused to 
cooperate with the university’s dis- 
ciplinary board. He claims he was 
not asked if he had consumed any 
alcoholic beverages, but whether or 
not he knew who had. The board 
was brought to ask him the ques- 
tion after two empty beer bottles 
were found in the office of the 
Foghorn. Stephen also stated to 
the USF student legislature that 
no definite proof of the charge had 
been established. 

The reasons for Kinath’s dismis- 
sal are even vaguer. Kunath said 
he felt he was fired because of a 


“a string of minor offenses linked 
together to indicate irresponsibility.” 
The dean of students, Father Fran- 
cis Moore, says Kunath was dis- 
missed because he urged freshmen 
to participate in more _ activities 
during initiation than the regula- 
tions allow, and that other per- 
sonal reasons played a role. 


The only one of the firings which 
seems not to have led to any 
tions about its causes is that of 
Vandendale. He and_ university 
officials agree that he was fired 
because of public criticism of the 
administration.

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Holcad, Ship of Burden 


Late in ‘the spring of 1884, a group of representatives of 
the sophomore and junior classes, after confering with the 
faculty undertook the production of Westininster’s first col- 


lege newspaper. 


The name for the paper caused some dis- 


cussion and resulted in the setting up of a committee (sounds 


strangely like present policy — a 
committee for everything and ev- 
erything goes to committee?) to 
decide this all important matter. Dr. 
R. J. Love, one of the joint found- 
ers wrote in the February 6, 1934 
Holcad, “Many titles were proposed, 
but the committee finally selected 
upon ‘Holcad,’ a term employed by 
Xenophon to indicate a ship of 
burden. The term is significant be- 
cause we were: launching upon a 
new enterprise for the purpose of 
carrying the spirit and news of 
Westminster to the ends of the 
earth.” 

The Holcad was first published 
as a bi-weekly magazine, made up 
largely of literary productions. A 
section of three or four pages con-

Dr. Love, in the article 
mentioned above said, “Those were 
the days when neither sports news 
nor activities of sororities and fra- 
ternities were even dreamed of.” 


Mr. Love describes early condi, 
tions of the office, “The editorial 
sanctum was literally a hall-room 
on the second floor of Old Main, 
near the chapel entrance. The fur- 
niture consisted of a long table, 
standing in the center of the room, 
surrounded by nihe chairs which, 
owing to the narrowness of the 
space, were shoved up close to the 
table, in order to provide a path- 
way around the walls of the sanc- 
tum. At least two corners of the 
room were set apart for the storing 
of borrowed or forgotten umbrellas 
and such other junk as is wont to 
accumulate in a model - student 
apartment.” : 


We, of the 1961 editorial staff hope 
we have in some ways carried out 
the hopes of the original founders 
that the Holcad may have “propiti- 
ous breezes and untroubled seas; 
that every voyage may be a success- 
ful one; and that those who are at 
the helm may keep their eyes on 
the stars, the chart and the com- 
pass.”

News In Brief . . 


Nuclear Test Ban 
Passes Committee 


Proposals to halt all nuclear 
testing, storage, and transport in 
Africa were passed Tuesday in the 
United Nations’ main Political Com- 
mittee, despite objections from 
Great Britain, France and _ the 
United States. 

The Soviet Union joined with 
Asian and African neutrals to pass 
the resolution by a vote of 57-0, 
with 47 abstentions. 


Western powers objected to the 
resolution on the grounds that any 
nuclear ban should be taken up 
as part of the U.N. debate on 
general disarmament. 

* * * 


Latest reports on the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administra- 
tion’s efforts to put an American 
astronaut into orbit are’ being 
stepped up so that the shot will be 
made in 1961. 

Present plans are a chimpanzee 
shot- scheduled for November 28, 
and then human orbit on December 
26. 

Previously reported plans to dis- 
‘miss with the chimp shot were 
opposed by Walter Williams, flight 
director for Project Mercury and 
Virgil Grissom the second U. S. 
astronaut to be shot into space. 
Both men emphasized the need for 
a trial chimp shot to iron out 
technical difficulties in the launch- 
ing and rescue processes. 

A U.N. committee investigating 
the death of former Congo Premier 
Patrice Lumumba expressed _ belief 
this week that the leader was mur- 
dered about, a month before his 
death was announced last February 
by the Katanga government. 

The committee named several 
persons, including Katanga Minister 
of Interior, Godefroid Munongo, 
who are believed to have ‘been 
involved in the murder. The U.N. 
committee called for further. in- 
vestigation in the Congo concerning 
the murder.

Students, Profs Debate 
Honor System Question

In the past several years, students, faculty and administra- 
tion have been raising the question: “Why can’t Westminster 
have an honor system?” Other schools not under a Christian 
name have successfully established honor systems. In an effort 
to determine campus opinion concerning an honor system, the 


following question was asked: “are 


‘ you in favor of establishing and 


upholding an academic honor sys- 


‘ tem at Westminster?” The answers 


are various: 

Rudi Forrest: Westminster de- 
finitely needs an honor system! We 
can’t really say whether or not it 
will work until we try it, but it 
deserves a chance. 

Dick Gamble: I don’t think I 
would favor such an honor system. 
If a student is not mature enough 
to have his own honor system, I 
don’t think he would follow one 
imposed by the school. 

Jane Ellen, Young: I would like 
to see an honor system established, 
but I feel the stress should be plac- 
ed on the honor of the individual 
rather than on a student spy sys- 
tem. 

Dr. Swanhart: I don’t feel there 
is any need for an honor system. 

Jim O’Donnell: I believe West- 
minster students would be willing 
to uphold an honor system, and I 
would like to have it. 

Jackie Phillips: I am in favor 
of an honor system, but I don’t 
think a student should be expected 
to turn in another student for vi- 
olations. 

Bob Goode: I don’t think it would 
work ‘here now. The honor code 
depends upon an academic moral- 
ity, not necessarily a “religious” 
morality. First, you need a majority 
of students. with a single-minded 
interest in the pursuit of knowledge. 
There are too many other pressures 


and loyalties for the students. The 
academic atmosphere is not right 
for an honor system—yet. 

Dr. Turner: Yes, I am in favor 
of an honor system here if the 
students would support it complete- 
ly. The attitude of the students 
must be that it is an “honor sys- 
tem,” in which every student feels 


_the necessity of being honorable 


himself, so it doesn’t result in a 
mass spy system. 

Betsy Thompson: I am in favor 
of an honor system, but feel it 
would need full-hearted support 
of all the students and faculty to 
be effective. 

Jim George: I would like an 
honor system here, but I would not 
be willing to report a friend for 
violation. 

Lynda Pringle: The added re- 
sponsibility placed on the student 
by an honor system should make 
us feel more like mature individu- 
als. 

Gus Oakly: I am in favor of it 
and would be willing to uphold it. 

Bev Northam: I believe when 
Westminster is ready for an honor 
system, we won't need one. If an 
honor system is adopted, I feel it 
should cover every aspect of college 
life, not just academics. 

Mr. Peck: An honor system would 
work in Westminster’s other-direct- 
ed atmosphere if the cheater were 
socially ostracized—not likely until 
right and wrong ‘are once again 
absolutes—not likely in this post 
Christian era.

The caste system has been officially out- 
lawed. in India, a. country once notorious 
for its irgid social strata where the 
“ins” were in and the “outs” were really out 
of it and the “in-betweens” just muddled 
along in between and everyone knew exactly 
what was expected of him and what he could 

or definitely could not do, and the “big guys” 
looked down on the “little guys” who knew 
enough to accept their inferior station with- 
out rebellion. An interesting study (for a 
master’s thesis maybe) might be of a some- 
what similar caste system which quite ob- 
viously exists on college campuses with the 
major difference being that the “under dogs” 
aren't always satisfied and even the lucky 
Brahmins (insiders) have been known to have 
twinges of guilt about the whole situation. 

In case anyone feels that we are being 
~@vasive or worse still, subtle about the ap- 
proach—the social system being referred to is, 
of course, the fraternity system which even 
at Westminster (epitome of broad-mindedness 
and “christian” virtties) casts a profound and 
even sometimes devasting shadow over the 
lives and thoughts of many students. This is 

’ written in the hope that during the next big 
“rush” there won’t be quite so many “dispair- 
ing individuals desperately re-evaluating 
themselves in the harsh light of “reality,” care- 
fully going over every action of the last few 
weeks wondering if it was the way they 
dress, or-the way they walk, or the way they 
think or the way they talk that made the dif- 
ference, trying to figure out why they are 
not acceptable. There have been actual cases 
of students transferring rather than have to 
face the humiliation of being an “also ran.” 
Surely, one will say, these unfortunates would 
realize that such things are not all-important, 
that it is possible to have a happy life with- 
out them, that after all college is centrally 
for education not for social life anyway. These 

» may be valid arguments but often they are 
given by those who have been accepted and 
know from experience that fraternities are not 
“the end.” It’s a little bit like a girl, with a 
big diamond on her left hand, seriously ex- 
plaining to a friend whose dating experience 
has been somewhat limited, “Don’t worry, 
gs find someone, it’s better not to meet 

im at college anyway, there are so many ex- 
citing things to dowfirst before you get tied 
down, why if.I hadn’t met Bill I wouldn’t 
€ven want to get married till I had at least 
had two years of experience.” Great! The 
only problem is that she did meet Bill and so 
far her friend has not met anyone and sees 
no likelihood of doing so in the near future. 
(Or distant future for that matter.)

Reasons and Rules

By the time one becomes a senior, or could it be a fresh- 
man, he begins to question the reasoning behind certain rules 
and restrictions of the school. My thought here is not to discuss 
or to vehemently criticize particular school restrictions, although 
many of them need to be discussed, criticized, and revised. 


Rather, I should here like to ques- 
tion the reasoning behind many of 
thése rules. 


Sometime ago, I heard one of our 
school administrators state that 
compared to certain other schools, 
we could be rather proud of our 
relatively low fatality rate, refer- 
ring to the number of students who 
fail out. This person then went 
on to say that he believed our. low 
fatality .rate was partly due to 
“an academic atmosphere which is 
stimulated by certain limiting reé- 
Strictions on the activities of stu- 
dents.” It would seem that what 
this person meant is that if. you 
restrict a student through such ri- 
diculous things as nine-thirty per- 
missions, you direct him toward 
studying. Supposedly, the end re- 
sults are happy parents, happy 
school administrators, lower  fa- 
tality rate’ and a maturing, in- 
tellectually minded, happy student. 
Unfortunately, this is not always 
the case. Many young men and 
more often, women, when __ they 
first leave our hallowed halls of 
ivy, are rudely awakened to the 
realities of this big wide, wonder- 
ful world. 


It may very well be true that 
certain restrictions actually do pre- 
vent some students from failing out; 
nevertheless, I cannot help asking 
if this is even one of the purposes 
of a college administration—pressur- 
ing a student to get him through 


his academic activities. Our col- 
leges already include in their en- 
rollment an overabundance of 
people who have no particular life 
goals in mind, and who came to 
college just because their parents 
wanted them to. Why should this 
college or any similar one try to 
protect them and push them 
through? The student who has a 


purpose and a goal will make the 
adjustment to college life, and will 
fulfill his academic obligations, re- 
gardless of whether or not the 
bewitching hour is nine-thirty or 
twelve o’clock, whether or not the 
student’s private life is his own or 
the school’s affair. 


If I should one day find myself 
in the position of a parent with 
college age sons or daughters, pos- 
sibily my view point will have 
changed and I will want the col- 
lege to protect my children. How- 
ever, I hope: that as a parent I 
never reach that point of view, for 
if I do, it will mean that I am a 
parent who is unwilling to let his 
children grow up, a_ necessary 
foundation for facing the — stark 
reality of life. Dr. Clara Cockerille 
most aptly states it when she said 
recenty that a good teacher, and I 
believe it holds true for a college 
administration, is one who will 
lead the student to learning, and 
then stand aside and let him learn.

Dear Editor: 


Everyday we hear the dire news that the Amer- 
ican image abroad is being projected unfairly, in- 
completely, or—not at all. Miss Keen’s letter in last 
week’s Holcad, quoting Frank Hull’s account of a 
“a frightening example of misinterpretation” of the 
picture of America, is a case in point. As individual 
citizens, we too often shrug our shoulders apathet- 
ically and say, “What can we little people do about 
this situation? This is the responsibility of Mr. Mur- 
row and the USIA.” And so, for the most part, we 
pay our taxes, wear a worried expression when the 
occasion calls for it, and continue sitting on our 
hands. 


Yet, there is a contribution we, as individuals, 
can make—one which costs relatively little and re- 
quires: only a discarded magazine, a piece of wrap- 
ping paper, and a pinch of dood will and determina- 
tion. Mrs. Herbert L. Coe, of Pittsburgh, has pointed 
the way with her organization called “Magazine 
Sharing,” a group composed of interested citizens 
which the Pittsburgh Press and The Saturday Even- 
ing Post have called the “At-Home Peace Corps.” 
Membership in this group is open to anyone who is 
willing to send his discarded magazines overseas so 
that the American image might be more widely and 
more fairly represented. 


Several weeks ago I wrote to Mrs. Coe, asking 
for an appropriate name and address of someone to 
whom I could send my discarded magazines. I also 
asked for thirty additional names and addresses, 
saying that I thought I could get that number of 
Westminster students interested in the magazine- 
sharing plan. I now have those names and addresses 
along with specific instructions about what magazines 
to send (any magazine you are proud to hare in 
your home. . ) and how to send them. Of the 
thirty-two addresses, twenty-eight are ‘in India, and 
one each in American Samoa, Indonesia, Ceylon, and 
Thailand. The people who will receive the maga- 
zines are all college or university students, of vary- 
ing’ ages and interests. Among them are a “final 
law student,” “a second-year student and stamp 
collector,” “a first-year student, taking a Philosophy 
course,” one “interested in Science,” “a medical stu- 
music and all types of maga- 
zines,” and one “interested in International Politics.” 
Aren’t there Westminster students with similar in- 
terests who would be willing to share their maga- 
zines? Might not the approaching Thanksgiving va- 
cation be a good time in which to start a goodwill 
messenger overseas? 


I will gladly provide an address and detailed 
instruction sheet for any student who is honestly in- 
terested in corresponding with and sending his maga- 
zines to one of these desirous foreign students; if you 
Here is 
a real opportunity to “make a little bit go a long 
way!”

AEC Announces — 
Chemistry Grant 


The department of chemistry has 
been awarded a grant of $6,752 from 
the Division of Nuclear Education 
and Training of the Atomic ‘Energy 
Commission for the purchase of 
equipment to be used in a course 
in radioisotope methodology, Dr. 
Orr has announced. 

The grant will be used to pur- 
chase nuclear equipment to detect 
and measure radioactive particles, 
according to Dr. H. Dewey DeWitt, 
professor and chairman of chemistry. 

Equipment to bé purchased next 
spring and summer includes a de- 
cade scaler, scintillation detector, 
analytical count ratemeter, differ- 
ential ‘pulse height analyzer, and 
related equipment. 

The new course in radioisotope 
methodology is designed to famil- 
iarize students with theory and op- 
eration of the principal experiment- 
al tools and methods used by the 
nuclear physicist and chemist to 
detect and measure radioactivity. 

The course, which already has 
been approved by the Westminster 
faculty, will be taught by faculty 
members from the chemistry, phys- 
ics, and biology departments, Dr. 
DeWitt said. They include Dr. De- 
Witt; Dr. Richard A. Hendry, asso- 
ciate professor of chemistry; Dr. 
Robert M. Woods, professor and 
chairman of physics; and Dr. Ed- 
ward C. Gese, professor and chair- 
man of biology. 

Ultimately the equipment may. be 
used for training of teachers and 
industrial personnel in the area if 
there is a need for such services, 
Dr. DeWitt said.

While disagreeing with the prin- 
ciple that one week out of fifty two alone is 
devoted to this purpose, many students accept 
S.E.W. as part of a tradition in this Presby- 
terian, church-related college and co-operate 
as far as their consciences will permit in the 
week’s activities. For others this seems to 
be “national fun week” when we decorate our 
doors with appropriate comments and pictures 
ranging from “Satan is my rose” to a mutilat- 
ed picture of a sexy woman on a composite 
cross (who is supposed to be impressed by this 
display of courage we wonder? Maybe God 
is expected to drop in and apologize for the 
inconvenience of the week or maybe its just 
in the spirit of jovial good fun?).

Well, the week is over and now what? 
Same old bitterness_and criticism toward “re- 
ligion”?

“Christ and an effort to equate Christianity

* attire in which to be seen in Vespers—or 
feten making it synonymous with goodness or 
specific denominational doctrines. There seems 

_ to be a feeling that there are two distinct 
_ groups of people—Christians and non-Christ- 
ians—and that one should be able to differ- 
entiate between them. 

C. S. Lewis has written in his book, Mere 
Christianity, “The world does not consist in 
100 per cent Christians and 100 per cent non 
Christians. There are people (a great many 
of them) who are slowly ceasing to be Christ- 
jans but who still call themselves by that 
name: some of them are clergymen. There 
are other people who are slowly becoming 
Christians though they do not yet call them- 

- selves so. There are people who do not ac- 
cept the full Christian doctrine about Christ 
but who are so strongly attracted by Him that 
they are His in a much deeper sense than 
they themselves understand. There are people 
in other religions who are being led by God’s 
-secret influence to concentrate on those parts 
of their religion which are in agreement with 
Christianity, and who thus belong to Christ 
without knowing it And always, of 
course, there are a great many peoplé who are 
just confused in mind and have a lot of in- 
consistant beliefs all jumbled up together . ..” 
It might prove worthwhile to intelligently re- 
consider ‘the claims of Christ even if a de-

- + cision to reject Him is reached (at least an 


intellectual process will have taken place and 
maybe even respect for differing opinions ar- 
roused). 

An interesting thought for the close of 
such a week as S.E.W. might be found in the 
words of Henry Miller from The Reunion in 
Brooklyn from Sunday After the War (he did 
write other things besides The Tropic of 
Cancer), “I believe that it is now possible for 
me to have my being anywhere on earth. I 
regard the entire world as my home. I inhabit 
the earth, not a particular portion of it lab- 
elled America, France, Germany, or Russia. 
I owe allegiance to mankind not to a partic- 
ular country, race of people. I answer to God 
and not to the Chief Executive, whoever he 
may happen to be. I am here on earth to 
work out my own private destiny. My destiny 
is linked with that of every other living crea- 
ture inhabiting this planet— perhaps with 
those on other planets too, who knows? I re- 
fuse to jeapordize my destiny by regarding 
life within the narrow rules which are now 
laid down to circumscribe it. I dissent from 
the current view of things as regards murder, 
as regards religion, as regards society, as re- 
gards our well-being. I will try to live my 
life in accordance with the vision I have of 
things eternal. I say ‘Peace to you all!’ And 
if you don’t find it, it’s because you haven’t 


looked for it.”

Freedom

I asked my neighbor as he was cutting the grass one Sunday 
morning why he did not go to church and it did not take him 
too many words ‘to tell me it was his freedom to go or not to 
go. Sometimes as I wait°~ for my tranquilizer prescription 
at the drugstore, the usual display of sex, violence, and mur- 


der speaks for the freedom of the 
press. Even if the President sug- 
gests self-introspection, the sug- 
gestion approaches - infringement 
with the freedom of the press. 


Fate has smiled upon me with 
three summers of digging ditches 
and respect for the physical labor- 


er. But the work was too much 
for some of the sigael employers, 
for when the boss came and told 
some of the regular employees to 
get busy, they replied, in effect, 
that they had done all the union 
required and were therefore free 
to do as they please. 


The concepts of freedom have 
undergone radical changes since the 
time. freedoms of a democracy were 
proposed. Whereas our founders 
proposed freedom from tyranny, 
modern America attempts’ to free 
itself from those disciplines which 
have previously given her guidance 
and direction. It appears anala- 
gous to a ship passing through a 
canal, but when released to the sea 
where does it go. It must inter- 
nally gain power to move and give 
direction or it shall float aimlessly. 
It is free, but it has to have power. 


America has passed through a 
canal of various disciplines which 
guided her on the way through 
history. But now we have left the 
canal and float aimlessly on the sea 
unable to gain an internal power 
to give us direction. 


Man, singularly and collectively, 
is not made for complete freedom. 
Since time began man has lived by 
direction. Starting with nature, he 
advanced to civilizations but if ever 


he lost direction the civilization 
crumbled. Before democracies, a 
king, dictator, or aristocratic group 
would give itself direction through 
a discipline it had chosen to fit its 
needs and this would permeate to 
the common man to give him direc- 
tion, Even though perverted, as 
Hitler, it suffices to produce-a stable 
society, depending on the inclina- 
tion of the leader toward his goal 
via his chosen discipline. 


Democratic principles changed 
this trend with the concept that 
each man should, in essence, be his 
own dictator, that he should be al- 
lowed to choose his own goals via 
the disciplines which suited his par- 
ticular need and therefore, not the 
direction and discipline of some- 
one else. These disciplines may 
have been as simple as hard work 


or elaborate as an academic disci- © 


pline but they were sufficient to 
permeate his entire being and give 
that man his sense of social and 
moral responsibility. 

The important thing was not that 
people should be free from disci- 
plines but that each man be allow- 
ed the freedom to choose his own 
direction to fit his own needs. Not 
freedom from discipline, but free- 


dom of discipline. 


Obviously, not all disciplines are 
worthy of self-investment, but the 
fact that one must subscribe to 
something and not reject all things, 
would seem to be a vital require- 
ment for a responsible citizenry in 
a democracy. Disciplines allow the 
vital heterogenous individuality of 
our democracy and alleviate the re- 
duction of our society to a homolo- 
gous mass of humanity.

Professors Want Red China in UN 


Two Northeastern history professors this week told the 
NEWS they believe Red China should be admitted to the 


United Nations. 


Professor Raymond H. Robinson, chairman of the history 


department, said “the practical 
benefits of communicafing at the 
international forum outweigh the 
objections” to admitting Red China. 

Professor Wallace P. Bishop said 
he believes that “anyone who thinks 
the U.N. is worthwhile must be- 
lieve that Red China should be 
admitted to it.” 

Both professors made their state- 
ments when asked by the NEWS: 
“Should Red China be admitted to 
the U.N.?” 

Charter Violation 

Prof. Robinson pointed out that 
Mao’s regime violates or at least 
ignores the U.N. Charter injunc- 
tion requiring organization mem- 
bers to be peace-loving. 

“At the same time,” he added, 
“many nations and some Americans 
feel that the cause of peace would 
be better served. with the Commun- 
ists inside rather than outside the 
organization. 

Prof. Robinson said that with 
conflicting factors involved, ‘ ae 
the question of seating Red China 


is a gray one, requiring gray, an- 
swers.” 
Possible Contact 

“There would be at least the pos- 
sibilities of contact and intercourse 
between’ the West and that part of 
the East,” he noted. “World opinion’ 
spotlight could illuminate clearly 
Communist China’s ideal- and ac- 
tions. 

Prof.. Bishop cited the U.N. as 
“the best hope for maintaining 
world peace because the organiza- 
tion “gives contending : nations a 
place to meet and a chance to talk 
out their differences . . . It makes 
peaceful solutions possible.” 

However, Prof. Bishop was quick 
to point out that “The U.N. can- 
not perform its function unless it 
includes all of the great powers. 
Red China is certainly one of the 
great powers—whether we like it 
or not. 

Therefore Red China should be 
a member of the U.N.,” he con- 
cluded,

The spiritual picture of Westminster’s campus 
is one that reflects a decadent church. This letter 
is an analysis of the situation from within the ranks 
of Christianity; the purpose of this letter is to pro- 
vide constructive criticism.

3. Campus Christian Forum, while having oc- 
casional outstanding programs, serves as a typical 
example of what students are rebelling against. 
Forum provides outstanding song leaders, beatniks, 
and square dancers, but mie sort of Christian wit- 
nesses? ; 


4. Spiritual Emphasis Week should be a time for 
individual revival, re-dedication, and decisions for 
Christ, to be carried on throughout the year—not 
just an ephemeral crash program of religion. Un- 
coordinated committees made up of ever familiar 
faces offer a one week special on religion. 


5. Chapel speakers fail to present any realistic 
challenge. 


6. In far too many cases, the student preparing 
for the ministry is not psychologically able to meet 
the ‘challenges, such as the reality of sin and of 
communism. It is much like pitting a boy against 
aman. The typical campus opinion (not necessarily 
that of the authors) is: “Decent guys do not want 
to be pre-mins because the majority of pre-mins 
are hypocrites, outcasts, physically uncoordinated, 
and can only be accepted by the church.” 

These are facts that the majority of students will 
admit exist as realities. This is a tragic situation for 
Christianity. The hope for the future lies in the 
ability of individuals to rise to meet the challenge.

Cinema Scope

“The Devil at 4 O’clock” is the movie that is 
advertised as being in the adventure tradition of 


“The Guns of Navarone.” Any comparison between 
the two movies would be rather stretched. How- 
ever, “The Devil at 4 O’clock” is highly exciting in 
its own way. 

The plot is pretty corny and Mervyn Leroy and 
Fred Kohlman milk the story for every possible 
dramatic moment. But it is not a corny movie. It 
is played with a warmth, good humor, and earnest- 
ness that makes it rise above most of its flaws. 

“The Devil at 4 O'clock” features two great 
actors in the types of roles that first made them 
famous. Spencer Tracy is cast as the old priest who 
has alienated his island parishioners by building a 
hospital for lepers on the mountain. Mr. Tracy gives 
his traditionally powerful performance which alone 
makes the film worth seeing. Frank Sinatra is well 


_ cast as the tough, synical convict who risks his life 


to help the priest rescue the leprous children from 
the danger of the volcano. There are many strong 
supporting roles and these are effectively played 
with warmth and good humor. 

The basic conflict in “The Devil at 4 O’clock” is 
religious. Tracy is an old priest who is disillusioned 
and bitter and has lost his faith. Sinatra and his two 
cronies ridicule the prietts and scoff at all religion. 
But when the crisis‘comes and the leprous children 
are trapped by the erupting volcano, both Tracy and 
the three convicts rise to the emergency and’ find 
God in sacrificing themselves for others. 

“The Devil -at 4 O’clock” is the kind of movie 
you will want to see and enjoy.

“This is the kind of campus I would like my children to 
attend when they grow up and go to college.” 

Thus was the evaluation of Westminster expressed by 
Dr. Ernest Campbell, the Spiritual Emphasis Week speaker. 

Dr. Campbell was asked to give his opinion on the gen- 


eral and specific aspects of the col- 
lege with “no holds barred.” He 
responded with some of the follow- 
ing comments. 


About the campus— 

“The college hasn’t changed too 
much since 1957 when I was last 
here—except for the physical plant. 
Three new buildings have been 
added. The quality of the student 
body is similar, perhaps a little 
better; the “spirit” is the same, the 
girls are prettier .. .” 


About the chapels— 

“In the main, I find there is 
more seriousness in the afternoon 
chapel than morning—more “teach- 
ableness” shall we say.” 


About compulsory chapels— 

“I am on the side of the admin- 
istration on this one. I feel that 
college students still are not in a 
position to judge what is good for 
them and what isn’t. Many areas 
such as compulsory chapel are bles- 
sings in disguise. When I went to 
college, everything was compuls- 
ory—incluidng chapels -and social 
events such as plays and operas. 
Many of these I would not have 
attended had I not been compelled, 
but looking back I can see where 
I have benefited from them. Be- 
ing human, we all want to take 
the course of least resistance. Also, 
I understand that they are not 
sprung on the students unexpec- 
tedly—that the catalog states the 
policy of the college on this issue.” 


About the faculty— 

*“T have appreciated the attend- 
ence of the faculty members at 
chapels, but regret that I have not 
had much opportunity to meet them 
informally.” 


About Spiritual Emphasis Week— 

“I was very impressed with the 
Dean of the Chapel, Judson Mc- 
Connell. I feel this kind of on- 
going pastoral care is good and 
makes an outside man less “neces- 
sary, at least as far as counselling 
goes, than four years ago.” 
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About campus customs— 


“Tm really amazed at the new 
word I’ve acquired from the campus 
—‘De-pinning”’! Id never heard 
of it before!” i.

Doctor Introduces 
Vaccine to College 


The student body, faculty and 
administration, and their spouses 
will have an opportunity to take 
the Sabine oral vaccine for polio 
at the beginning of next year. 


Dr. McClanahan and his staff 
will administer the vaccine at, the 
College Infirmary in Shaw Dormi- 
tory following the Christmas holi- 
days. 


Students under 21 must secure 
parental permission to take the 
vaccine, which is being administered 
on a voluntary basis. They will be 
issued forms for this purpose. 


Dr. McClanahan recommends that 
Westminster personnel take the 
vaccine, regardless of whether they 
have previously had the Salk vac- 
cine shots or not. The vaccine is 
tasteless and colorless and has no 
after-effects he said. He feels that 
it would be advantageous for all 
Westminster’s personnel 
ticipate in the mass low-cost im- 
munization program. The cost of 
the vaccine is 50 cents per dose. 


The main advantage of the Sabine 
vaccine, he feels, is that it pro- 
vides an_ active immunization, 
whereas with the Salk vaccine it is 
necessary to take booster shots. 
Forms may be obtained from the 
infirmary.

They 
sit and the hope of freedom from fear and 
confinement for which . they: left their 
motherland is only a shadow in the etern- 
ity of waiting and the bitterness of con- 
sistant rejection. 


From an Ethiopian hut comes a steady chok- 
ing whimper from a dying baby. The old 
mother of 25 watches hopelessly and her 
six other children crowd around big-eyed 
and mute like little brown beetles. And 

the baby dies for there is no food. 


A proud young African blushes with shame 
at the way his people are being treated by 
“benevolent Americans” who charitably 
seek to impart good will to the poor na- 
tives. It is hard to resist the hatred which 
wells up for those who would help. 


There are over-crowded, unheated tenaments 
in large American cities where two fam- 
ilies share two rooms and a bath. The 
gawky children could “not tell you very 
much of the wonder of Christmas and 
Santa Claus who brings presents to “all 
good little boys and girls.” They know 
-that it is not goodness but money that 
brings the toys.

LOS ANGELES (UPI)—The Los Angeles Public Library 
recently decided against ordering copies of the controversial 
(Tropic of Cancer) novel by Henry Miller, following a raid on 
a Hollywood bookstore in which the operator was arrested 


for selling obscene literature. 

Harold. C. Hammill, city ‘libra- 
rian, said in view of police aciion, 
he decided to “wait and see” what 
happens when the case goes: to 
court. He said he apparently was 
mistaken about a previous announc- 
ment that the library already had 
ordered the book. 


At. the’ same time, other . book 
stores in the area withdrew copies 
of Tropic of Cancer because of 
the arrest of Bradley R. Smith,, 31, 
and confiscation of all copies of 
the novel in the store. Police Capt. 
Charles Stanley called the work 
“disgustingly obscene.” 

Tropic of Cancer, written by Mil- 
ler in 1934, did not) appear as an 
American published book until af- 


ter two court rulings that it was 


more artistic than lewd. 
Hammill said he had read “a 


convle of chapters from the book

Last Friday I read a letter to the editor with 
both chagrin and amusement.

3. Campus Christian Forum has its inadequacies, 
as does any human institution. However, on this 
point I cannot speak with confidence. I do not 
belong to Forum and I do not feel that I have 
the’ right to stand in judgment on a group 
which by its very name, implies that it re- 
ceives its motivation from the Holy Spirit. 

4. I agree that Spiritual Emphasis Week should be 
“a time for individual revival, rededication, and 
decisions for Christ.’ However, to make this 
“crash program” effective individuals must rise 
to the challenge offered by just a -week. Dr. 
Campbell presented much more than a “blue- 
plate special” on religion. , 

5. I admit that a “realistic challenge” in chapel 
is often beclouded by jokes about Falling Rocks 
and speakers who seem to take an almost sad- 
istic glee in reminding us that we are a “cap- 
tive audience.” However, to say that chapel 
speakers fail to give “any” challenge is to com- 
mit the fallacy of hasty generalization and to 
ignore the challenge of Christ that still exists 
irregardless of how trite speakers may get. 

6. Students preparing for the ministry have more 
to do in preparation than attending a small 
Christian college. Possibly, all pre-mins are 
“boys.” But is there not the possibility that a 
seminary education will help to make men of 
them? Just how many of us living here, sur- 
rounded by “Presbyterian Manna,” are psycholo- , 
gically prepared to meet “the reality of sin and 
communism?”

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Ghana’s People Review 
Students as Elite Class 


The following letter was received from Frank Hall who 
is taking his junior year abroad. 


Greetings from Ghana: 


Everyone asks “what is school in Africa like?”—now my 


answer. 


“Legon,” the location of ‘the University of Ghana, is a 


‘native word meaning “hill of wisdom.” 


fetish priest sat atop this hill, 


Traditionally, it gives the same 
wisdom to us who study here to- 
day. 


The University is a direct result 
of British colonialization and the 
Christian missionaries’ desire to 
educate the people. The university 
is now an independent institution 
staffed by Ghanaians and non- 
Ghanaians. The year is divided into 
three terms, thus a student may 
secure a B.A. in three years of 
residential study. Following the 
English way, no one “takes a 
course” here, we -all “read” sub- 
jects under the guidance of tutors 
supplemented by lectures. 

The University student in Ghana, 
if not all of West Africa, is the 
elite of society. It is he who will 
lead Africa in the future. Hence 
the ‘university is lavish. We use 
the British “hall” system here; at 
the present there are four halls: 
Akuafo, Legon, Volta, and Common- 
wealth. The latter, being my hall, 
contains three hundred men and is 
larger than the other three put 
together. All rooms are single with 
@ private balcony overlooking the 
hall courtyard, goldfish ponds, 
fountains that light up at night, and 
gardens. In each room is a desk, 
a bed, a book’ case, a tea table, a 
lounge chair, a drying rack, a porch 
chair, and closet—all mahogany. 
There are no glass windows, but 
screens and ‘shutters instead. ‘At 
the end of each block of rooms 
are washing rooms and hot-air 
drying rooms. Electric irons and 
kettles are furnished on request 
at the porter’s lodge, which is con- 
stantly staffed. As if this were not 
enough, each hall also has a mod- 
ern chapel, a dining hall, a common 
room, an air-conditioned library 
containing all text books, an audi- 
torium, an open-air theatre, a hall 
tailor, and more gardeners and 
room porters than students. A stu- 
dent does nothing but study and 
LIVE— rooms are cleaned and beds 
are made daily. Meals are served in 
the British line; “fellows” (lecturers 
who reside within the hall) eat at 
the high table and undergraduates 
eat at the low table. The food con- 
sists of a breakfast of bread and 
porridge and lunch and dinner of 
rice or yams with an undescribable 


In ancient times a 
to give wisdom to his seekers. 
stew. Being British there is also 
tea and biscuits every afternoon. 
The evening meal is: formal which 
means that the student must don a 
scarlet robe of the hall and stand 
while the “fellows” proceed to their 
high table in their dull black gowns 
and while some unlucky fellow 
reads what I hope is grace but 
‘what I have yet ‘to hear. These 
same: academic gowns are worn 
to lectures (although most lecturers 
do not require this) and to non- 
compulsary Chapel services at 6:50 
a.m. and 7:00 p.m. Besides all of 
this in every hall, the University 
boasts a 145,000 volume library of- 
fering 3,000 periodicals, a complete 
book shop, a post office, and bran- 
ches of three banks. 

The student himself is just like 
in America except that he is much 
older. They seem to spend most 
of their free time among their own 
ethnic group engrossed in. a con- 
eversation in a dialect (of which 
Ghana has 32). The student is very 
critical of his own government. As 
to their opinion of America, anyone 
of them would love to come to 
America, but they are discouraged 
by reports of American segregation. 
Any little segregation issve is front 
page news in Africa. The papers 
say little good about America. The 
fact that Americans are working 
on integration is meaningless here. 
The segregation policies of the New 
Wilmington barber shop are a con- 
stant embarrassment to me. Con- 
cerning the “Freedom Riders,” the 
student seems to wonder if this 
shows the real feelings of the Amer- 
ican people or just the fanatical 
feelings of the students. As to my 
tan skin color, I have been shouted 
at and kissed, spit at and hailed 
as “master,” hit by a youth yelling 
“dirty white” and taken into homes 
as a brother. Most of the students 
are dark black but in the villages 
one may see any color because of 
the intermixing of races: Arabs, 
Europeans, Mongolians, and Afri- 
cans, Many high officials have Eu- 
ropean wives—there is slight dis- 
crimination because of skin color. 
Here discrimination is by ethnic or 
tribal group...
